Enclosed with 
Philbrick’s letter is a printed brochure entitled "Essay Contest" which 
actually is an advertisement for the captioned group. 


SAC, Cleveland" suggests the possibility that this material 
from the Americanism Educational League might be widely disseminated 
among college students this year.

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INSURRECTION! 


T he information contained in 
this special report is not de¬ 
signed to frighten the Ameri¬ 
can people. It is presented as 
'actual information to place our citizens 
on guard so that they might have the com¬ 
mon sense to take preventative steps in 
averting disaster. 

It is necessary first of all to recognize 
• the incontrovertible fact that agents of 
the Communist conspiracy in this country 
represent the most ruthless and deter¬ 
mined force for evil in the history of man¬ 
kind. There is absolutely no question in 
the minds of American leaders who under- 
nd Communism, that the Kremlin and 
Peiping are dedicated to the obliteration 
of the United States of America, the only 
effective force standing in the way of world 
dictatorship of the Godless egomaniacs. 

Time after time, American citizens have 
suffered untold sacrifices because our 
leaders refused to heed the warnings giv¬ 
en to them, on the suicidal recognition of 
Bolshevik Russia, the infamous Give-Away 
at Yalta, the Berlin Wall, the Cuban missile 


crisis, Viet Nam, and a score of other in¬ 
cursions against the Free World by Red 
strategists. All of these ignominious de¬ 
feats of the proud American are but a pre¬ 
lude to the ultimate strike of Communist 
leaders against the very heart of the 
United States. It is this story which must 
be faced objectively, with the hope that 
preventative measures can be taken be¬ 
fore it is too late! 

E ighteen years ago, we released 
the secret plan for insurrection 
as proposed by Kremlin lead¬ 
ers, involving the principal 
cities of the United States. The code 
name, as revealed to me by a Red agent 
who defected from the Communist cause 
shortly before this time, was SINBOK- 
FUL. At that time, under the direction of 
William Z. Foster, titular head of the 
C.P.U.S.A., the American worker was to 
have initiated the steps for insurrection. 
However, loyal Americans can be eternal¬ 
ly grateful to the AFL for exposing this 
sinister plot to overthrow our Republic 
by force and violence. The AFL literally 


"threw out" certain unions which were 
under the domination of Red traitors-in 
this country, and the back of the revolu¬ 
tionaries was broken for the time being. 

This highly secretive blueprint for in¬ 
surrection was delivered to Communist 
functionaries across the nation, mapping 
out step by step, in military fashion, the 
techniques for chaos and internal revolu¬ 
tion. Here were the methods by which 
principal urban centers were to be thrown 
into a state of anarchy: 

“Strategic objectives were carefully 
mapped out in hundreds of cities, with 
‘Operation Center’ established at the com¬ 
munist headquarters in New York and 
‘Relay Centers' in cities like Los Angeles. 

"When the hour strikes for action, per¬ 
haps in the dead of the night, riots and 
fires will be started in industrial cities to 
dissipate the police and fire departments." 
The code is explicit in the details which 
follow. 

"While the police are busy trying to quell 
the riots and cover the fires, picked bands 
of guerrillas will seize radio and telephone 
stations to control communications. 



B ridges will be blocked or 
bombed to bring transporta¬ 
tion in the cities to a standstill. 
Power will be shut off to im¬ 
mobilize traffic and plunge the city into 
darkness. Water will be shut off, as well 
as gas supplies. The entire pattern is to 
create immediate panic. 

"Special squads will capture the Police 
Department and will scan records to find 
out who has firearms. These people will 
be forced to give up these weapons, while 
guerrilla units will break into all stores 
selling guns and ammunition, seizing 
everything which might be used to quell 
the insurrection. Terror will be spread all 
through the night by the ‘liquidation’ of 
opposing units so that complete panic will 
reign by morning." 

More than a decade ago, at the first 
national conference of the Civil Rights 
Congress, the pattern for insurrection was 
altered, and the groundwork was started 
to use the American Negro as the spear¬ 
head for insurrection. By 1960, at the time 
of the national convention of the Com¬ 
munist Party, meeting in New York City, 


so little actual progress had been made to 
enlist the support of the Negro communi¬ 
ty, that several sessions were given over 
to heated discussions on this subject. 
Communist leaders from over the nation 
were ordered to make immediate moves to 
infiltrate and to arouse Negroes, playing 
up “civil rights", “police brutality", etc. 

Communist leaders found that a deep 
sense of patriotism was ingrained in the 
personality of the overwhelming majority 
of American Negroes, who are more in¬ 
digenous to the soil of this country than 
four out of five Caucasian Americans 
whose forebears came to this country 
during the wave of immigration in the last 
part of the last century and the early part 
of this one. As a matter of fact, the final 
importation of Negroes came in 1815, at 
which time there were 150,000 in this 
country, most of them, of course, with 
slave status;-but, they became Ameri¬ 
cans! 

Communist agitators had ample help 
from dupes and opportunists within the 
Negro community in arousing a special 
kind of racial consciousness, character¬ 


ized by resentment and arrogance. The 
results of this evil propaganda, which 
has done the Negro community irrepar¬ 
able harm, were the local uprisings in 
which law and order were defied and in 
which violence and anarchy prevailed. 
The Los Angeles riot became one of the 
darkest and most ominous episodes in 
American history and it serves as a fore¬ 
warning to all of our citizens to take con¬ 
crete steps to prevent a repetition of the 
riot on a far broader scale. 

To illustrate the degree in which the 
Communist Party leaders are now relying 
on race-conscious Negroes to carry the 
revolutionary torch, Americans in every 
walk of life should study carefully the re¬ 
vised pattern for insurrection as expressed 
so vividly by Robert F. Williams, a Negro 
revolutionary who for some time has been 
a primary propaganda agent for revolution, 
operating out of Havana, Cuba. His vitriolic 
and hate-ridden broadcasts by short-wave 
are heard by thousands of sympathetic 
Negroes who are being whipped constant¬ 
ly into a state of rebellious hatred for the 
United States, its government, its laws, 





and its people. Following are Williams’ own 
words: 

his year 1964 is going to be a 
violent one, the storm will 
reach hurricane proportions by 
1965 and the eye of the hurri¬ 
cane will hover over America by 1966. 
America is a house on fire...let it burn, let 
it burn! 

“The Monroe explosion came prema¬ 
turely because of our shift in emphasis 
from ‘self-defense* to publicly over em¬ 
phasizing non-violence. 

“A six-year effective campaign termi¬ 
nated in iilfated untimely experiment with 
non-violence. 

We had enough force and arms to re¬ 
duce the city to ashes. 

"The white supremacy masses must be 
forced to retreat to their homes in order 
to give security to their individual families. 

"Gasoline fire bombs (Molotov cock¬ 
tails), lye or acid bombs (made by inject¬ 
ing lye or acid in the metal end of light 
bulbs) can be used extensively. During 
the night hours such weapons, thrown 
from roof tops, will make the streets im¬ 


possible for racist cops to patrol. Hand 
grenades, bazookas, light mortars, rocket 
launchers, machine guns and ammunition 
can be bought clandestinely from service¬ 
men, anxious to make a fast dollar. 

"Gas tanks on public vehicles can be 
choked up with sand. Sugar is also highly 
effective in gasoline lines. Long nails driv¬ 
en through boards and tacks with large 
heads are effective to slow the movement 
of traffic on congested roads at night. This 
can cause havoc on turn-pikes. Derailing 
of trains causes panic. Explosive booby 
traps on police telephone boxes can be 
employed. High powered sniper rifles are 
readily available. Armor piercing bullets 
will penetrate oil storage tanks from a 
distance. Phosphorus matches (kitchen 
matches) placed in air conditioning sys¬ 
tems will cause delayed explosions which 
will destroy expensive buildings. Flame 
throwers can be manufactured at home. 

"Let the whole world bear witness that 
we shall intensify our struggle for libera¬ 
tion in the so-called free world of the racist 
U.S.A. We shall take the torch...into the 
streets of America and we shall set the 


last great stronghold of Yankee imperial¬ 
ism ablaze with our battle cry of freedom! 
Freedom! Freedom now or death!" 

f there is any question about 
the guiding hand of the Com¬ 
munist behind Negro riots in 
this country, we need but take 
at face value the declaration of Michael 
Laski, member of the Central Committee 
Communist Party of the United States, at 
a press conference held recently, at which 
he said that the Communist agitators 
have spent the last two years working in 
the Watts area toward "agitation of the 
uprising”. 

Laski said that during his organization’s 
campaign the main efforts were directed 
against police in the form of agitation by 
way of literature distributed in the area. 

Councilman John Gibson, not long after 
the riot, revealed that the skilled hand of 
the Communist organizer was behind the 
worst of this insurrection. 

If there is any doubt in the minds of the 
readers regarding the ugly consequences 
of lawlessness and sabotage, we would 
refer him to the reports of the panic 
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throughout Eastern United States result¬ 
ing from the recent blackout. It is reason¬ 
able to suspect that such power failures, 
in which hundreds of thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans were trapped in subways, elevators, 
and on the streets, could be repeated 
across the nation by a small band of Com¬ 
munist revolutionaries if and when the 
signal for general insurrection is given. 

Suggestions for Prevention: If this rev¬ 
elation of the actual Communist plans for 
insurrection has one beneficial result, it 
should be in the serious consideration of 
steps which might be taken immediately 
for the preservation of life, property and 
law and order in our states, which have 
been shown to be so vulnerable to vio¬ 
lence. 

1. Establish and train civilian auxiliary 
police units in the major cities of 
America. This is no new concept. 
Auxiliary police units were established 
in a number of cities on the Pacific 
Coast during the early part of World 
War H and police officials found these 
units, after sufficient training and 
indoctrination, to serve as valuable 


adjuncts to the local police forces. 

2. Americans should work for legislation 
in every state of the Union making it 
a felony to possess ‘‘Molotov cock¬ 
tails" at any time, and rifles and guns 
during a riot. It is too late to legislate 
after these cocktails are thrown at 
people and property, or if the sniper 
guns down a policeman. 

3. By public education, inform American 
citizens of the incipient dangers in¬ 
herent in Police Review Boards as 
proposed by the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union. These Review Boards 
would inevitably serve to undermine 
police morale and to discourage 
proper and prompt law enforcement, 
and would place our local police in 
the hands of politicians. 

4. By public education, inform the 
American people of the gross fallacy 
and the dire consequences of propa¬ 
ganda which has created in the minds 
of many Negroes and other minority 
groups, the idea that there is morality 
in "justifiable lawlessness". Unless 
our law enforcement agencies main- 
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tain unquestioned control over the 
populace before they engage in ir¬ 
responsible mob action, the disci¬ 
plines necessary for the constructive 
interchange of human beings in our 
free society will be undermined and 
anarchy will result. 

5. Lend full cooperation to legitimate 
efforts to improve the educational 
and work opportunities of Negroes, ^ 
and encourage the program of self- 
help wherever possible for the restor¬ 
ation of human dignity. 

here is no question but that 
the overwhelming majority of 
American citizens of all races 
B and creeds respect constitu¬ 
tional government and the remarkable 
heritage which has given them unparal¬ 
leled opportunities, and will not wilfully 
sacrifice these benefits to insurrectionists 
and to revolutionaries, if they are properly 
informed.

"It is part of our tradition and belief that each of us is obligated to 
give, when reality requires it, a reason for the faith that is in him. 

The presence of communism in the world and in our own country is a kind 
of stern reality which should make each of us explore our own faith as 
deeply as we can and then speak up for its relationship to our "American 
way." 

"The very essence of our faith in democracy and our fellow man is rooted 
in a belief in a Supreme Being. To my mind there are six aspects to our 
democratic faith: 

1. A belief in the dignity and worth of the individual, a belief which 
today is under assault by the communist practice which regards the 
individual as a part of the "class," the "mass," and a pawn of the state; 

2. A belief in mutual responsibility, of our obligation to "feed the 
hungry, clothe the naked, and care for the less fortunate," which is 
affronted by communist policies of calculated ruthlessness; 

3- A belief that life has a meaning which transcends any man made system, 
that is independent of any such system, and that outlasts any such system, 
a belief diametrically opposed by the materialistic dogma of communism; 

4. A belief in stewardship, a feeling that a great heritage is our sacred 
trust for the generations yet to come, a belief that stands today as the 
competitor to communist loyalty to Marxism-Leninism; 

5* A belief that the moral values we adhere to, support, and strive 
toward are grounded on a reality more enduring and satisfying than any 
man made system, which is opposed by the communist claim that all 
morality is "class morality"; 

6. A belief, which has matured to a firm conviction, that in the final 
analysis love is the greatest force on earth and is far more enduring 
than hatred; this forbids our accepting the communist division of mankind 
that by arbitrary standards singles out those fit only for liquidation."

The 
quantity of material available to students presents problems of selection. 
We have endeavored to develop a guide that will be flexible enough to meet 
the needs of almost any group seriously interested in investigating the 
communist conspiracy. 
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"Our fight against communism must be a sane, rational understanding 
of the facts. Ehotional outbursts, extravagant name-calling, gross 
exaggerations hinder our efforts.

HOW TO SET UP STUDY COURSES 

Any course of study should be adapted to meet the interests, level of 
knowledge and limitations of the individual study group. Tape recordings, 
films and filmstrips and records all may be used advantageously to give 
variety and stimulate interest in the lessons. Each meeting should be 
carefully planned ahead and participation of the entire group in dis¬ 
cussion and reporting is to be encouraged. 

Your lesson presentation is a cross between a sermon and a brief. You 
are trying to present the case (facts) in an orderly and effective 
manner, like a brief. At the same time you are using the applications 
and implications of a sermon. Ministers use repetition: announce what 
they are going to say; say it; and then say they've said it. Lawyers 
lay out the facts and supporting evidence in orderly and logical sequence- 
outline with topic sentences. We can profit from both methods. 

Audience limitations must be borne in mind. Background information may 
be negligible or slanted. A wag has said, "Ten percent of the people 
think; ten percent think they think; the other eighty percent had rather 
die than think ?' Few individuals have an attention span longer than 
twenty minutes. You will have to jerk them up by various devices. 

Listen to Study Group Guide tapes #210 and #211, available from Freedom 
Center, Knott's Berry Farm, Buena Park, California. They may be borrowed. 

1. Start with not more than 24 people. Select Program Chairman and a 
teacher or teachers who will be responsible for doing all the reading on 
a given topic and listening to the tape before presenting it to the 
group. BE PREPARED !

2. Meetings should be held at 2 week intervals. Interest is lost 
between monthly meetings. 

3. Each group should have a regular hostess, a "teacher" and a secretary- 
librarian to check books in and out. 

4. The length of meetings should be determined by the group. Some may 
be ready for longer sessions whereas some beginners fall out if too much 
is covered in one evening. 

5. Keep notebooks and provide mimeographed copies of lessons, if possible. 
Kits of less expensive material can be used. Envelopes containing identical 
reports and pamphlets with each item carefully listed on the outside may be 
used over and over. These should be "checked out" and returned to librarian. 
Make use of your local patriotic book stores in obtaining current material 
in the area of study. "Readers" should be assigned to report on the "Dis¬ 
cussion" topics in each lesson. 

6. It may be desirable to require payment of a small fee or donation 
from each member to cover costs and replacement of materials and to 
provide funds for additional material. 

7. Try to get local businesses and industries to purchase good films 
for general showing as well as use of study groups. 

8. Use documented material only and always I Avoid like the plague any 
speaker or literature that is anti-semitic, anti-negro,anti-catholic, 
anti-white, anti-protestant,etc. Never allow such discussions to creep in 
to the group. Just keep reminding the members that they are present to 
learn how to combat communism effectively and reestablish good Americanism. 

Discussions should not involve party politics or unwarranted accusations 
against either political party. Grave mistakes have been made in both 
Democratic and Republican administrations—neither is completely innocent 
nor totally guilty. 

When the original or parent group has finished the course, its members 
should organize and teach other groups and so on in expanding pattern. 

Always encourage your friends in neighboring areas to start similar 
study groups and work in cooperation with them in securing good speakers 
for joint meetings and in sharing costs. Library costs may be reduced 
in this way also.

2. A heavy progressive or graduated income tax which will tax 
at'increasingly steeper rates those who have earned greater 
rewards than others. 

3 . Abolition of all right of Inheriting money or property. 

4. All emigrants and rebels shall have their property seized 
by the State. 

5. Centralization of credit in the hands of the State rather 
than continuing to permit the granting of credit to be 
managed by private business. 

6 . Centralization of the means of communication and transportation 
in the hands of the State. 

7. Extension of State production by increased governmental 
ownership and management of factories and instruments of pro¬ 
duction, together with governmental agricultural planning and 
regulating. 

8 . Everyone oust work. Industrial armies, especially for agri¬ 
culture, are to be established. 

9. Agriculture is to be integrated with manufacturing industries.

You, the college student, whether or not you realize it, are the 
rich earth which the Communist conspirator hopes to till. Your 
mind is the soil in which he hopes to implant alien seed. Your 
subsequent acts are the products whose growth he strives to direct. 

The harvest which he seeks is the destruction of our democratic 
processes of government. 

What then, can you, the college student, do about Communism? 

Awareness of danger is the first requisite to combating that danger. 
First, then, know your enemy. That necessitates learning what 
Communism really means, not what its apologists say it means. 

How is one to separate truth from propaganda. I can only say,"Set 
yourself the task of developing a free mind - a mind which seeks 
facts." Such a mind accepts neither the minority version nor the 
majority version; it seeks and considers evidence. It is not 
satisfied until irrefutable evidence points out the road which leads 
toward irrevocable truth. 

When you have learned everything possible from the experience of 
those who have escaped from "Utopia” - where they learned the bitter 
difference between promise and reality - then Steep yourself in the 
history of America. Go back to the heart and soul of its origins. 

Read the documents, books, and letters of the immortal giants who, 
with faith and prayer and idealism, shaped and molded a form of 
government which is a continuous expression of faith in the individual.

There you will learn that true Americanism is an act of faith - an 
overwhelming belief that individual man, with Cod's help, 1 M an 
intelligent being capable of self-rule.

In its simplest terms, the struggle lies between the spiritual and 
the material. The Communist seeks to rob you of your birthright 
by destroying your faith in our republic. The mess of pottage which 
he offers in tempting the weak, the shallow, and the shortsighted, 
is the illusory promise of material security - the security of the 
slave. The Communist offensive must never be underestimated for 
that promise has seduced millions of people and the ultimate objective 
is to swing all the peoples of the globe into the Communist orbit. 

Like the confidence man, therefore, the Communist labors incessantly 
to get his victims in the proper frame of mind - to "set up the 
suckers for the kill." Diligently and indiscriminately he pours his 
corrosive acid of disunity, hatred, and discontent over the worker, 
the professor, the artisan, the student. 

What can you do to combat it? 

Communism is the antithesis of Christianity. To endorse Communism 
is to deny all the tenets of Christianity - the great teachings 
which have guided our civilization during the dark ages of mankind's 
long, upward climb toward the light. You can be Christian. 

Communism is immoral. The Communist teaches that the end Justifies 
the means. You can live positively. You can promote the dynamic 
morality which is essential to the preservation of a free nation. 

Communism seeks "fronts." Don't provide protective coloring for 
subversive organizations by being an indiscriminate "joiner." Ascertain 
the ultimate objectives of groups which mouth platitudes and espouse 
causes before you lend the strength of your name to their petitions 
and their rolls. 

Communism seeks change. It would make the state the master and the 
individual the slave. You, therefore, need to gain a true under¬ 
standing of the republic in which the individual is the key. Our 
form of government is only as good as the people in it. Consequently, 
it cannot be perfect. But active and intelligent effort has made it 
function in such a manner that it has been the marvel and the envy 
of the world. You hold the future in your hands. Be a crusader for 
democracy.

Communism lives on lies. ' It corrodes honor, destroys integrity, and 
subverts all the qualities which combine in an individual to make 
him, in the truest sense, a man.

Lastly, Communism wears a cloak of many colors. Learn to recognize 
those colors, and no act of yours will tend to bring to fruition the 
destructive harvest which the Communist seeks and toward which all 
his efforts are bent.

"STRANGE REPORTING"

Is there something funny going on in American journalism? 

In the (Aug.20,195^) U.S.News and World Report there is a fascinating 
interview with ”ep. Martin Dies, who headed the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities from 1938 to 19^5* It Is entitled,"They Tried to 
Get Me,Too". 

Congressman Dies relates how he was attacked for his "methods" by the 
"liberal" orators, statesmen, columnists and reporters. He tells how 
Mrs. Roosevelt entertained Joe Lash and other officers of the Red-tinged 
American Youth Congress at the White House while they were under investi¬ 
gation by his committee and how she tried to get Lash into naval Intelligence. 

Dies recounts the effort President Roosevelt made to call him off the 
Communist investigations. He describes the wild-swinging attack from the 
CIO, led by John L. Lewis. He tells how popular press reports were 
designed to smother his investigation with ridicule. 

Although subsequent history proved how right Dies and his committee 
were in their charges that high places in the administration had been 
infiltrated by Communists and although the committee named names that 
were later identified with high treachery it was impossible to get heads 
of the great government bureaus to act against these people.

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And always there was criticism of his "methods.'* All the politicians 
and writers who sought to destroy Dies painstakingly pointed out that 
they approved of his patriotic object but they didn't like those "methods? 
The same cry, says Dies, has been raised against every man in congress 
who ever conducted a serious investigation into Communist subversion. 

But it's not the history that worries us. Here's what does. 

The Dies interview took up 14 pages in the magazine. At one point on the 
12th page he was asked if he had any advice to give Joe McCarthy. Dies 
replied that on some occasions he felt McCarthy had rushed into trouble 
he could have avoided and that he disagreed with McCarthy's claim that 
Federal officials should in all cases reveal secret information to Congres¬ 
sional investigators. 

These admonitions occupied just six paragraphs out of the 149 paragraphs 
in the interview. 

Yet the United Press account of the interview spent all six of its own 
paragraphs describing how Dies felt that McCarthy had made mistakes, A 
reader of the U.P. report would gain the impression that Dies had joined 
the mob attacking McCarthy's methods. 

And the Associated Press story of the same interview spent 10 of its 13 
paragraphs on Dies' two points of criticism of McCarthy. Again a reader 
would assume that Martin Dies disapproved of McCarthy. 

Nowhere in either story was there a word about Dies' sensational disclosures 
of Communist coddling in Washington during the time he headed the committee. 
Not a line indicating how Dies was drawing a parallel between the abuse he 
took and the abuse McCarthy is taking. 

What is going on in American Journalism? 

Why, when Cardinal Spellman made a long speech generally supporting McCarthy, 
did the New York papers haul out one sentence of mild criticism, leave out 
the rest of the speech, and made it appear that the Cardinal had Joined 
McCarthy's critics? 

Why are millions of Americans who watched the McCarthy hearings on tele¬ 
vision shocked to find that reported versions in their newspapers were so 
much at variance with what they had actually seen? 
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The press and the wire services that feed it are on trial. It is the right 
of an editorial writer to fulminate as he pleases. But when news stories 
and particularly wire services stories, which are supposed to be balanced 
and factual, begin to reflect the hysterical polemics of the American 
Newspaper Guild every newspaper in the land may be headed for trouble.

"American Folk Music in U.S.S.R. was the heading of an article in the 
February I965 issue of New World Review, a Communist publication. It 
told of visits to the U.S.S.R. by American folk singers, including 
Pete Seeger last summer. The Moscow writer of the article listed Seeger 
as his choice for number one American vocalist with The Weavers for 
number one group. He writes ’The possibility of the folk song today 
playing an important part in the social and political life of a country 
is deeply appealing to the Russian—hence the reaction to Pete Seeger .'

"Pete Seeger sang at the close of the demonstration at the United Nations 
headquarters in commemoration of the 15th anniversary of the bombing of 
Hiroshima on August 6, i960. His songs were a call to keep up the fight 
for peace.(Footnote 124-House Committee on Un-Ametfican Activities,196l, 
Annual Report p.38). The peace which Russia advocates?" 

"Robert Carrillo Ronstadt in a report of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities titled, "The Communist Party's Cold War Against Congressional 
Investigation of Subversion," October 10, 1962, testified: 

’The February-March 1961 issue of "Sing Out," an alleged folk 
song magazine, featured a propaganda song about the i960 
Communist instigated riots against the Committee. "Sing Out" 
is edited by Irwin Silber, who has been identified as a member 
of the Communist Party in testimony given this committee in 
1952....Seeger has also been identified as a party member.

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its activities are to be found in the Dally Worker, New Masses.•••' 

'So important have the songs produced by People*s Songs,Inc.,become 
in Red ranks that the Communist school in Hollywood—People’s 
Educational Center, later absorbed by the Communist California Labor 
School in San Francisco—and the Jefferson School in New fork have 
Inaugurated classes in the science of agitational song writing. They 
are taught by leaders of People's Songs, Inc.' 

'The committee finds that People's Songs is a vital Communist front 
in the conduct of the strategy and tactics of the Communist Anti- 
Imperialist War technique of the Seventh Period of Communist strategy 
in America, and one which has spawned a horde of lesser fronts in the 
fields of music, stage, entertainment, choral singing, folk dancing, 
recording, radio transcriptions and similar fields. 

'It especially is important to Communist proselyting and propaganda 
work because of its emphasis on appeal to youth and because of its 
organization and technique to provide entertainment for organizations 
and groups as a smooth opening wedge for Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist 
propaganda."'

EDUCATION AND INDUSTRIAL SECURITY 
By 

Dr. William E. Fort,Jr. 

At the 1953 Communist Party National Conference, orders were reaffirmed 
directing its members to get control of labor unions. The first prime 
target was to be the automobile industry, because of its great importance 
to defense. The Communists set the goal of 65$ of its membership in 
New York to get jobs in basic industries. The same assignment was given 
the Los Angeles Reds to infiltrate into key positions of important indus¬ 
tries. Plants in other cities throughout the country also became targets 
of the Conspiracy. Congressional Committees have reported extensive 
infiltration into the steel industry, the paper industry, communications. 
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transportation and other fields vital to the safety of our country. One 
of the chief reasons for the recent movement of the Communist Party head¬ 
quarters to Chicago is to place it close to the center of basic industries. 

In 19^9 the C.I.O. expelled the following unions for consistently following 
the Communist Party Line: United Office and Professional Workers of America; 
The Food, Tobacco,Agricultural and Allied Workers of America; National 
Union of Marine Cooks and Stewards; American Communications Association; 
United Furniture Workers of America; International Fur and Leather Workers 
Union; International Longshoremen's & Warehousemen's Union; International 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers; and United Public Workers. However, 
these unions remained intact and functioned as bargaining agents under 
the National Labor Relations Board. Strikes still occurred in defense 
plants and strategic areas. For example, in 19^8, the strike by the 
International Longshoremen crippled Alaska. Currently, Red-controlled 
unions represent a large portion of employees in the electrical industry. 
They have a death-grip over Pacific Coast commerce. Their members are 
employed in the Copper and Zinc industries. 

One of the chief aims of infiltration into labor unions is to work into 
key positions and thus to control the organization. Thus, strikes can 
be called at any time that Moscow directs. This can be embarrassing and 
crippling in times of peace; in war, it can deal a deadly blow to the 
vitals of our country. 

Another aim is colonization. The Communists hope that by successful 
infiltration they can be aided in winning other workers, occupying key 
positions, over to their side. By this means, the Red octopus winds 
its deadly tentacles ever more closely around the vitals of American 
industry. The network of subversion insinuates itself silently into every 
available nook and cranny. Every weak spot is carefully probed and ex¬ 
ploited. Left wing propaganda is spread by means of leaflets and words. 

The Communist Line of class conflict is used to set workers against their 
employers and against our Government. Men in key places are studied by 
the Reds so that their weaknesses can be exploited. Research is made 
into their lives and anything smutty that can be dug up relating to 
their past or present is used to blackmail the recalcitrant into line. 

Still another aim is preparation for sabotage. Reds, and those under 
their influence, are worked into places where they can cause the most 
damage when so directed by Moscow. Studies are Made of the vital spots 
of production machinery, transportation and communication. Attempts 
are made to prepare for sabotage in such a way as to avoid detection if

possible. The omission of an important cotter pin could be accomplished 
in order to make a breakdovm appear to be an accident. The wetting of 
aluminum ingots by a passing workman before they are placed in the furnace 
could cause a bad explosion. The deliberate stripping of the threads of 
an important bolt could cause a serious breakdown. Communications cables 
could be destroyed by having an acid dropped in a crucial spot. If such 
attempts fail, the Reds may endeavor to place carefully concealed explosives. 

Still another aim is espionage. Information concerning manufacturing 
processes may be thus channeled out through Red pipelines. Important defense 
messages may be intercepted. Transportation movements of implements of 
war and of subsistence are observed and reported. Troop movements and the 
sailings, cargoes and destination of boats are noted. 

Several methods are used by the Communists to capture unions and their 
branches. In the first place, they attend all meetings and stay until 
the bitter end. Often, many of the loyal American laborers leave for 
home before the meetings are concluded, because of fatigue. As soon as 
they have gone, the Reds begin to slam through carefully planned Resolutions 
in order to determine union policies. 

Another method is the Communist "Diamond." In using this, four or five 
Reds spread out in different parts of the assembly room. One will go to 
front-center, one on the right, one on the left, one in the rear-center 
and the fifth will be near the middle. They operate by secret signals 
like a well-oiled machine. One member will get up and propose a radical 
Resolution. Another will get up and oppose the Resolution on the ground 
that it sounds too socialistic or perhaps communistic. The third will 
then favor the Resolution and give his reasons. His statements will be 
reinforced by the fourth and the fifth. Then, the one who opposed the 
Resolution will rise and say, that after hearing the arguments in favor 
of the proposal, he will withdraw his objections. Anyone who takes the 
other side will be shouted down by the Reds and their stooges. The opera¬ 
tion of this "Diamond" usually has a profound psychological effect upon 
the others in the room. They hear all these voices seeming to be re¬ 
presentative of the group-as-a-whole and think: "Who am I to oppose the 
will of the majority?" As a result, when the question is called, the 
vote is usually carried with ease. 

Another method is to cause as much trouble as possible for the loyal 
American labor leaders. Every conceivable obstacle is placed in their 
paths in an attempt to wear down their resistance or to get them to 
resign from sheer fatigue. 
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Still another method is the smear. A concentrated whispering campaign 
of innuendoes and charges is circulated widely in order to try to dis¬ 
credit loyal American leaders in the eyes of the members of the union. 

This method may be surprisingly effective unless countered. 

If the Reds can discover anything they can use to blackmail any of the 
leaders, they will promptly utilize it to force the target into line. 
Implied or overt threats of physical harm or smear may be freely used. 

Heckling the speaker who opposed the Red Line in a union meeting is a 
favorite trick. Communists distributed in their "Diamond" will challenge, 
in a hostile fashion, almost every sentence that the speaker will make 
and will demand documentary proof of his every assertion. This often 
rattles the nerves of the speaker and makes him forget his main points 
and lose his effectiveness. It may also tend to discredit him in the eyes 
of the audience, for unless he is able to furnish satisfactory answers, 
he loses stature. 

Industrial security demands the adequate education of the employers and 
the employees in the tactics of the Communists. Classes should be held 
at regular intervals to reveal the strategy and tactics used by the Reds. 
It is important that a specialist teach these classes. Former FBI men, 
Army Intelligence, Counter-Intelligence and Naval Intelligence experts 
may be profitably used. Such classes should show the men how to detect 
the Communist Line and Communist activity, in accordance with the latest 
information. However, the teachers should not stop here. The men should 
receive instructions upon how they can stop the advance of the Reds and 
how they can oust them. For example, last summer, I was talking to 
several workers in the Copper country of upper Michigan. They told me 
of Red infiltration into their local union and how good American workers 
were stymied at every turn. I told them about the tactics of the 
Communists and suggested that they defeat the "Diamond" by the formation 
of an American "Counter-Diamond." I showed them how, with a little care¬ 
ful planning, loyal American, could defeat the Communist moves in a 
large majority of the cases. The men were jubilant. They had not known 
how to meet the threat but now have the tools for helping to defend our 
country. 

Loyal union men should learn to check upon each prospective candidate for 
union offices through appropriate agencies. They can be instructed how 
to detect and expose attempts at colonization. They can be shown the 
importance of placing only reliable men in positions of trust in order to 
prevent sabotage. They can be impressed with the importance of keeping 
the knowledge of vital information concerning industrial processes etc. 
to themselves. They can be told of the necessity for remaining to the 
end of all union meetings. They can be instructed in the use of the 
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American "Counter-Diamond." They can learn how to organize workers to 
defend loyal leaders against smear attempts by exposing the hidden reasons 
behind the actions of the Reds. They can be taught to avoid any situation 
which may give rise to an attempt at blackmail. They can be instructed 
how to handle themselves satisfactorily in the presence of hecklers. 

The main secret of industrial security lies in the men of both labor and 
management. Safety and detection devices are of course of great importance. 
However, the main strength and weaknesses of our security endeavors lie 
with human beings. Education in tactics and the exposure of the enemy are 
the keys to sound security. An alert and informed citizenry is the path to 
national safety.

Are you ready to have your teenage children echo the Communist 
slogan "rather Red than dead"7 

Four major current movies now showing in theaters across the United States 
peddle the Communist line that nuclear war is so terrible that the U.S. 
should appease, retreat, and even surrender rather than risk it. 

These movies, all based on novels, presented with stellar casting and 
realistic filming, are "Fail-Safe", "Dr. Strangelove", "Seven Days in May", 
and "The Victors". 

In these movies, the villain is never the Communists. In "Fail-Safe", 
Khrushchev is idealized as a philosopher pledged to peace and reasonable 
compromise. 

The villains are usually American military leaders, pictured as conspira¬ 
torial or stupid. Just as several years ago the movie "On The Beach" 
helped create the political climate which persuaded Americans to accept 
the disastrous nuclear test moratorium of 1958-61. Four movies today 
are selling Americans on defeatism, pacifism, and the unilateral disarmament 
that leads to surrender to Communism. 

"Fail-Safe" is the story of how nuclear war is touched off by the accidental 
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failure of a single computer; to convince Khrushchev this was a genuine 
error and to "show our good faith" our President orders an American 
plane to drop a hydrogen bomb on New York City. 

"Fail-Safe" cannot be dismissed as fantasy. Authors, Publishers and 
reviewers falsely boast that the story is "true" and "convincing", that 
a fatal accident triggering universal destruction is "inevitable", and 
that nuclear war "ultimately will occur." 

"Dr. Strangelove" has a plot so similar that the author of "Red Alert," 
the novel on which "Dr. Strangelove" was based, has sued the authors of 
"Fail-Safe" for plagiarism. In "Dr. Strangelove" (directed by Stanley 
Kubrick who also gave us "Lolita") our military leaders are made the butt 
of satire, with nuclear war started by a psychotic U.S. Air Force general, 
and another highranking general portrayed as too busy having an affair 
with his secretary to recall the nuclear bombers. 

"Seven Days in May", another libel on our patriotic military leaders, 
portrays an attempted takeover of the American presidency by militarists 
in the 1970's. One of the stars, Kirk Douglas has frankly stated that 
the movie warns of "the dangers of too much military thinking in govern¬ 
ment." 

"In the film, our President puts his trust in Communist promises instead 
of his own Chief of Staff. "The Victors" is a massive, sordid anti- 
military film slanted to shock us into believing soldiers defending our 
country are cruel fools, black marketeers, and murderers.... 

"Communist propaganda in our movies is advancing on another front.... 

The Communists boast that Yugoslavia will soon be the motion picture capital 
of the world. 

"American producers are being lured behind the Iron Curtain by the magnet 
of fantastic co-production incentives that are saving as much as 90 
percent of the total production cost. 

"Here is the deal Tito offers: free sound stages, free sets, free 
technicians, free back lot facilities. All that Tito asks in return 
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is a $100,000 guarantee in American dollars, all profits from showings 
in Iron Curtain countries, a split of the profits from the rest of the 
world, and script control. Amerioan fans are blissfully unaware that 
so-called "American movies" are made abroad at cheap rates, under the 
control of Communist censors, using Coronunist labor unions to the ex¬ 
clusion of free labor unions. 

Here are some of the recent movies produced in Yugoslavia* "Lancelot 
and Quinevere", starring Cornel Wilde and Jean Wallace; "The Long Ships," 
starring Sidney Poitier and Richard Widmark; "The Achilles Affair," 
starring Stuart Whitman; "The Dubious Patriots" starring Mickey Rooney, 
"Journey to a Far Meridian," starring May Star and Gregory Peck; "The 
Visit," starring Ingrid Bergman and Anthony Quinn; and many cartoons. 

There is nothing in the presentation or advertising of these pictures to 
inform the public that they are really Communist-made motion pictures, 
in which Communist Jugoslavia owns a half interest. 

Joan Crawford called the people in these Iron Curtain films "Run-away 
Americans," Movie columnist Hazel Flynn expressed the view of many 
moviegoers when she said* "I feel that both the picture and the ads 
should state clearly that "Lancelot and Guinevere" was made behind the 
Iron Curtain. Why should a product which deals with men’s minds not be 
plainly labeled?"

"The Soviet Union and its international network of Communist and Workers 
Parties utilize numerous weapons in their unrelenting revolutionary 
struggle to attain world conquest. One of the principal weapons in 
their arsenal is the ingenious application, on a tremendous scale, of a 
variety of propaganda devices. 

"Stressing the formidable dangers of propaganda as utilized by the world 
Communist movement, Evron M. Kirkpatrick states in his book, TARGETi THE 
WORLD, that ’only in the hands of the Nazi and Communist leaders ha& 
propaganda attained first-rate importance as a weapon for achieving 
national and international political goals.* 

"Dr. Kirkpatrick, executive director of the American Political Science 
Association, author of books on American government, and former Government 
official and chairman of the Social Science Division of the University 
of Minnesota, also wrote in the above-named study: 

*Modern totalitarianism, of which Communism is the pre-eminent 
example, has harnessed technology and psychology to persuade, 
convince, confuse, demoralize, and control. Inside Communist 
countries propaganda is used to control the ideological environ¬ 
ment of the people, to secure obedience, consent, and conformity. 
Internationally, Communist leaders utilize propaganda to recruit 
followers, secure sympathy, and to divide and demoralize opposition. 
Universally Communists use propaganda in the effort to suggest 
and insinuate the view of the world most favorable to their tem¬ 
porary plans and policies and to their long-range goals. Aware 
that loyalty and action alike grow not so much from what happens 
as from what men think happens, the Communists have developed a 
huge, diversified propaganda operation at work night and day. 

'No one can read the history of the Communist movement, or for 
that matter the history of the world in this century, without 
being impressed with how crucial the use of the modern means of 
mass communications, of propaganda, is to Communist tactics. 

And yet, in spite of the obvious importance of propaganda activities 
to the Communists, in spite of the role these activities have 
played in the cold war of recent years, there has been very little 
systematic attention devoted to this propaganda effort.* 

"The Committee on Un-American Activities believes that propaganda directed 
from Soviet sources constitutes one of the greatest single threats to the 
security of the United States and the free world. Through this weapon. 
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Khrushchev and other Soviet and national Communist leaders have succeeded 
in swaying many millions of non-Comraunists throughout the world, winning 
their support for Soviet policies and turning them against the programs 
and policies of the free world."

THE COMMUNIST LINE 

The Communist line is anything that strengthens the Communist conspiracy 
or weakens the U.S., its prime target, and the Western allies. Though 
overall strategy has remained constant for a number of years, the line 
zigzags under Moscow direction to take advantage of the turn of events. 

It must, therefore, be understood in its current manifestations. 

According to J. Edgar Hoover, "The term 'party line* is frequently used 
by Americans in talking about Communism. Too often the terra is used loosely 
to denote 'following a certain line of action' or set of party demands. 

"In communism, however, the party line plays a highly significant and 
specific role—a vital part in the party's program for the revolutionary 
overthrow of our form of government. We, as Americans, should know more 
about the party line. What is itT How is it formed? How does it operate? 

As citizens we should know how to understand and interpret the party 
line—realizing that it is a hypocritical and deceitful technique to 
hoodwink and beguile us. The great danger today is that the constant 
reiteration of the party line by Communists—day after day—may cause 
their demands to be accepted as valid and truthful. 

"The party line, in fact, is the sum total of all party demands at any 
given time. These demands, whether they are local, national, or inter¬ 
national in nature, are designed to promote the Communist revolutioh. 

However vehemently the Communists may campaign for the various proposals 
which compose the party line, they are not genuinely interested in "reforms" 
or improving our society. For the party, reforms are useful only to the 
extent to which they advance the ultimate revolution. The party regards 
reforms as temporary, transitional adjustments which can be achieved 
during a period when the party has not yet attained sufficient strength 
to risk direct revolutionary action."

Every American should know the "line" backward and forward in order to 
recognize enemy propaganda when he sees it. It should serve as the anchor 
point for each lesson in the study course, probably in the leader’s 
introductory remarks. Toward the end of the course a review should be 
undertaken: an analysis according to military, diplomatic, and internal 
security objectives; a score of objectives carried. 

The lesson should make it clear that the propaganda line is advanced by 
non-communists as well as communists under the humanitarian shibboleths 
of the united front tactic, do-gooders and sympathizers. That communist 
objectives are won for them by non-communists, who: 

1. do not know communist "line" methods 

2. do not know that they are manipulated by the conspiracy. 
Well meaning dupes, an ignorant citizenry and it's government are losing 
the cold war for us by unwittingly fighting on the side of the enemy. 

When Americans understand what the Communist Party line is and how it is 
carried, they will not say that So-and-So is a communist - which they 
cannot prove. But they can say with certainty that this man or this measure 
or that communications medium is weakening our country by following the 
line laid down by the Kremlin. 

"Know your enemy" is the first law of any war. In Cold War, total war, 
and "protracted conflict", recognition is sometimes difficult. If this 
course of study serves no other purpose, it should help Americans cut 
through the clouds of confusion which lead to paralysis. 


The Kremlin conspirators and the American people have no common goals. 
What the Communist Party wants, (the communist line.) is bad for America . 
It is as simple as that. We must know it and fight it with intelligent 
determination.

"Communists look to their Party line as the heart of their agitation and 
propaganda work--as vital to the life and success of the Party. Through 
the Party line, the communists hope to spread their doctrines among great 
masses of the people in order to condition them for revolutionary action.

Give more emphasis to Russian history since the 
communists took over. 

32. Support any socialist movement to give centralized control over any 
part of the culture-education, social agencies, welfare programs, 
mental health clinics. 

33* Eliminate all laws or procedures which interfere with the operation of 
the communist apparatus. 

34. Eliminate the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

35» Discredit and eventually dismantle the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

36 . Infiltrate and gain control o f more unions. 

37. Infiltrate and gain control of big business. 

38. Transfer some of the powers of arrest from the police to social 
agencies. Treat all behavioral problems as psychiatric disorders 
which no one but psychiatrists can understand or treat. Establish 
Police Review Boards. 

39 . Dominate the psychiatric profession and use mental health laws as a 
means of gaining coercive control over those who oppose communistic 
goals.

STUDY OF PROPAGANDA’S START 
By Barry Goldwater 

From The Los Angeles Times, March 1966 

On March 6, when 30 to 40 sticks of dynamite demolished the national 
headquarters of the Communist-lining W.E.B.Dubois Club, a process 
of propaganda began that will have some impact throughout the world. 

The process is not a simple revulsion against the sort of sick mind 
that would employ such violence, nor speculation that the bombing 
was perpetrated by leftists as a sort of do-it-yourself martyr-making. 

Rather, it is a concentrated attempt to revive the notion that Com¬ 
munists and their fronts are nothing more than any other political 
grouping in the country. It is an attempt to revive a united front 
with non-Communist leftist groups to build the notion that attacks 
against pro-Communists are attacks against the entire "anti-war 
movement." 

Within hours of the bombing, which dramatically followed immediately 
on the heels of a Justice Department order that this campus-active 
group register as a Communist front, these special delivery orders 
went out to local units of the Dubois Club across the land: 

"1—All areas should call press conferences. Read the national 
office press release (enclosed) or write your own." 

(This press release was a well-phrased attack against the law re¬ 
quiring registration, a denunciation of the bombing as the work of 
rightists and a plea that leftists not "fall into the trap laid by 
the Justice Department and begin baiting ourselves" by failing to 
defend Communists.B.G,) 

"2—Set up tables on campuses, or in communities if possible, to 
register people as members of the Dubois Club in protest against 
(the) registration petition. 

"3—Approach prominent individuals to join the Dubois Club as a 
symbolic act of protest. 

"4—Approach prominent individuals and organizations to issue 
statements of support for our organization. 

"5—Hold rallies at local federal buildings this Sunday (March 13) 
to protest the attack on the Dubois Club and the anti-war movement." 
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*** 

At the bottom of the instructions, in an almost cute attempt to 
nail down a connection between the so-called anti-war movement and 
the civil rights movement, the instructions said: "We are overcoming." 

Unfortunately, this attempt to make communism respectable and to 
enlist people who will defend such groups as the Dubois Club "on 
general principles" has a better chance than most of succeeding. 

Everyone should be repelled by the violence of the bombing. This 
alone may induce many of the politically unsophisticated to go one 
step further to join the "symbolic protest" which inevitably will 
become a support of the Communist line. 

Thanks to such prominent men as the Hanoi-hopping Prof. Staughton 
Lynd (who already publicly supports such groups as the Dubois Club 
as a "symbolic protest" against the Vietnam war) and hartin Luther 
King (who has sought to link up civil rights and pacifism), the 
Dubois Club attempt to equate exposure of Communists with attacks 
against Vietnam protesters in general has built-in impetus. 

There may well be more explosive power in this movement than a few 
dozen sticks of dynamite. In the ensuing noise, the good manners, 
the gumption and, above all, the good sense of many Americans will 
be sorely tested. 


"Probably more Americans saw and heard a self-avowed member of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., in ...1962 than in the preceding 10 years. Unquestionably, 
the party unleashed one of the most intensive propaganda campaigns in its 
history. 

"Cause of the sudden torrent of Communist lies was the Supreme Court's 
ruling in June 1961, upholding the decision of the Subversive Activities 
Control Board to the effect that the Communist Party, U.S.A., is directed 
and controlled by the Soviet Union. The party was ordered to register 
its members, account for its finances, and identify its propaganda in 
accordance with the Internal Security Act of 1950. 

"With typical arrogance and disrespect for constitutional law, party 
leaders voiced defiance. They loudly proclaimed the Internal Security 
Act of 1950 and the Supreme Court were instruments through which all 
Americans would be cheated out of their basic rights. Self-righteously, 
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they claimed to be defenders of the Constitution and Bill of Rights. Tons 
of printed propaganda were distributed throughout the Nation; new front 
groups were organized; and Communist leaders began issuing public state¬ 
ments, appearing on radio and television programs, and making speeches. 

The central theme of the aggressive campaign was the fraudulent claim 
that the Communist Party,U.S.A,,was bearing the brunt of the assault on 
American rights. 

"Most successful of all its efforts was its speaking campaign, especially 
before college groups. From late October 1961, through May 19&2, leaders 
of the Communist Party, U.S.a., made 4d speeches before groups of college 
students all across the Nation. Approximately 43,000 persons heard these 
talks. 

"Encouraged by the early success of college appearances, the party es¬ 
tablished a lecture and information bureau and early in 1962 sent a letter 
to college newspaper editors offering speakers on communism. Near the 
end of... 1962 ...,the party already was lining up speeches for the coming 
academic year. 

"The prime objective of all the public activity on the part of the Communist 
leaders was to create a new image for the party—an image which connotes 
respectability, legitimacy as a liberal political faction, and freedom 
from foreign dictates. Their denial of subservience to the Soviet Union, 
however, was clearly branded as ridiculous by the fact that several party 
officials were delegates to the 22d Congress of the Communist Party, 

Soviet Union, in Oct. I 96 I. Heading the delegation \as Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynn, national chairman of the Convnunist Party,U.S.A., who, in a speech 
before the congress, brazenly predicted the United States would be in the 
Communist orbit by 1980." 

"Of course, the Communists have not deserted their usual front activities. 
They continue to operate organizations which promote programs relating to 
peace, disarmament, nuclear testing, youth, racial and nationality groups, 
labor unions, and other matters. Likewise, party members have intensified 
their efforts to infiltrate various legitimate organizations. They are 
especially anxious to control, influence, or undermine the affairs of 
labor unions; peace movements; and minority, youth, veterans' women's, 
cultural, educational, civil rights, and similar groups."

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COMMUNIST FRONTS AND CAPTIVE ORGANIZATIONS 

"In order to involve as many people as possible, the Communists organize 
large numbers of Fronts, each of them designed to exploit the self-interest 
of a given group. Some of these are local and temporary, simple in formation 
and outline, and designed to exploit some local situation to the full. 

Others are on a world-wide scale with vast, permanent apparatus working 
year after year throughout the world. Whether large or small, the purpose 
of these Fronts is to recruit well-meaning people to serve unconsciously 
the Communist conspiracy.... 

"The essential purpose of the Communist Front must be camouflaged with 
an alleged purpose of wide popular appeal. The Communists are very well 
aware of what the true objective is, while most of the Front members see 
only the camouflage....One basic objective is to weaken militarily all 
those countries opposed to Communism. Obviously if that real objective 
were proclaimed, it would not recruit many people in those countries. 

An organization which had the announced purpose of weakening America 
militarily so that Communist conquest would be easier would rally few 
supporters. Therefore there must be an announced objective which will 
accomplish the same purpose, but which will present itself in a totally 
different guise. One announced purpose could be the preservation of 
peace in the face of the possible horrors of a thermo-nuclear war. This 
is the basis of the array of unholy peace movements spawned by Communism."

THE UNITED FRONT 

"The term "united front" came into usage after the Seventh World Comintern 
Congress. It simply means, in the Communist sense, that members of the 
party will attach themselves to some popular cause for which large groups 
of non-Communists have manifested a willingness to take some positive 
action. They will then espouse the same cause, weld the groups together, 
trim down the leadership to the point that it can be'dominated by the 
Communist minority, and from that time they will control the mass movement 
and bend it to their own objectives. The principal objective is to < 
whittle away opposition and transform the popular cause into a class 
struggle."

"Use of the diamond pattern technique which enables a small group of highly-

THE MOBSTERS 
By John Campbell 

It used to be that an army was a group of men gathered together and 
organized by some leader for the purpose of carrying out by force a 
purpose that the leader had in mind, while a mob was a disorganized 
group of individuals acting on separate, but concurrent, emotional 
motivation. The mob differed from the army in being untrained, undisciplined, 
unorganized, and without special leaders responsible for its gathering and 
motivation. A mob happened; an army was organized into being.

Things are different today; now, there are trained, schooled and pur¬ 
poseful mobsters—people specially trained and practiced in the technol¬ 
ogy of organizing, disciplining and directing mobs for the purpose of 
forcing their desired ends on an unwilling opposition. In many places, 
Communist organizers are directing the mobs against existent govern¬ 
ments; in others, the mobs are being used by other men of other motiva¬ 
tions. The motives make no real difference; the technology of mobs 
is the same, whether they be for Communist, Fascist, or Democratic 
motivations. Just as nuclear technology can be applied for any human 
determination, regardless of what that philosophy may be, so the tech¬ 
nology of mobs can be applied by trained mobsters for any cause. 

First, one fundamental of mobster technique is to establish that the 
mob-action they are about to launch is "a peaceful demonstration." 

The essence of the mobster’s technique is to pull a variation on what 
Theodore Roosevelt described as "Talk softly, but carry a big stick." 

A "peaceful demonstration" in those days might consist of sending an 
overwhelming naval task force of battleships and cruisers to a not- 
very-co-operative foreign port on a "peaceful visit." 

The idea that the non-use of clubs, swords, guns and other lethal 
trauma-producing devices constitutes "peaceful action" neglects to 
acknowledge that smothering someone with a pillow is just as murderous 
as beating his brains out with a bludgeon. It's just less noisy; you 
can't hear the victim screaming, but he winds up just as dead. 

Moreover, the concept of "an unarmed mob" is somewhat misleading. If 
a modern police officer with pistol and nightstick encountered an "un¬ 
armed" elephant, while the policeman had all the weapons, the question 
of which of the two was unarmed would call for some quibbling distinc¬ 
tions. A mob, like an elephant, doesn't need to be armed to be deadly. 

But the professional mobsters operate on two levels. The first is the 
propaganda level, establishing that theirs is a moral cause, a popular, 
democratic movement. (Ask any Communist organizer !) That those who 
oppose them are immoral, unethical, oppressors of the poor and down¬ 
trodden. That the poor, downtrodden, exploited members of the mob are 
only peacefully demonstrating their need for rights that are being 
denied them. 

This play is based on a fundamental of human psychology; the two great¬ 
est compulsive forces in human emotional structure are fear and shame. 
Fear, however, is a very unreliable weapon to use; it can drive a man 
to desperation and courage; he may decide to end his fear by attacking 
its source.

Shame, guilt, is a far better tool—weapon—to use against an opponent. 
It's far, far safer to have your opponent ashamed to attack you, than 
to have him afraid to attack you. If he*s merely afraid to attack you, 
he can end his fear by destroying you; if he is ashamed to attack you, 
he must destroy a part of himself—his own system of beliefs, his 
philosophy, his value judgments, before he can attack you. 

The mobsters, then, want to make the opposition ashamed. If the mob¬ 
sters can accomplish that, then their opposition is paralyzed, and can 
be overwhelmed, defeated, and forced to accept any terms the mobsters 
choose to dictate. 

And herein lies a great difference between the organized mob and the 
army; the mobsters want their people killed . The army officers do not 
want their men killed or wounded. 

To the mobster, a dead man is a triumph, a golden victory. They now 
have a martyr to induce more shame in their opponents. The army is 
seeking to impose fear; they need living men. The mobsters are seeking 
to impose shame— and they want martyrs . 

The mobsters will, in consequence, try hard to get people killed and 
wounded. Particularly, they will seek to send young women, children 
and girls into the front ranks of their "peaceful demonstration," 
because one dead girl is worth a dozen dead men. 

The mobsters can’t start working,however, until the opposition has 
accepted the modern nonviolence doctrine that forbids punishing criminals 
In a cultural philosophy that holds that anyone who knowingly breaks a 
law deserves in full the punishment the law specifies, the mobsters 
cannot operate. That type of cultural philosophy puts the onus of 
death on the law-breaker who knowingly and deliberately invited precisely 
what he got. It's listed as suicide. And in such a culture, the lawful 
government will not feel guilty if fools commit suicide. There will be 
no sense of shame—and the mobsters will be forced to rely on an army 
type approach, instead of the mob-weapon. They must use the technique 
of an army-inducing-fear to enforce their ends, rather than the more 
subtle weapon of mob-inducing-shame to paralyze the opposition. 

A mob is organized by the mobsters for precisely the same fundamental 
reason that an army is raised, trained, and armed; to compel the 
opposition by massed force to yield to the will of the mobsters. In 
warfare, a blockade is sometimes the most efficient way to compel the 
enemy to yield. In such cases, the attackers do not use weapons 
against their victims; they simply cut them off from supplies, and let 
starvation do the job for them. This is a "peaceful demonstration" 
isn't it?

In each case, the essence of the action—direct armed attack with an 
army, indirect attack by blockade (boycott, sit-in, or picket line) 
or attack by mobs—is that a group of determined men has organized 
efforts to impose their will on an opposing group by forceful means. 

The "unarmed" problem is very complex, too. If one man has a machine- 
pistol, and is attacked by a young and active woman with no weapons— 
the situation is very tricky indeed. Today, because the man is for¬ 
bidden to use his machine-pistol, he is unarmed, while the "unarmed" 
young woman can go in for eye-gouging, raking with her stiletto heels, 
or bludgeoning with her handbag loaded with twenty dollars in silver. 

If the policeman so much as scratches the woman in the process of 
fending off her silver-loaded bludgeon with the otherwise useless 
gun, the photographs published will show that the policeman used his 
heavy machine-pistol to pistol-whip an unarmed woman. 

To the mobsters, it is essential that the defenders be forced to use 
their weapons; the mobsters must have martyrs, they must have people 
bleeding, injured, and dead. If the police can't be forced to use 
their weapons, then the mobsters son't have their absolutely necessary 
martyrs. 

The result is that, today, the mobsters and their publicity departments, 
simply loathe, hate, despise, and shriek in anguish at the use of such 
mob-dispersal techniques as fire hoses and electric batons, or cattle 
prods. Also they loathe, hate and despise the use of dogs. 

Obviously ! Dogs, everyone knows perfectly well, will use their weapons; 
there isn't any doubt about it. An "armed" police officer is helpless— 
he can't use his weapons. But a police dog can and most certainly 
will. And he will not be ashamed. He's fulfilling his duty of defend¬ 
ing the laws as he was trained to. He, therefore, is immune to the 
mobsters' powerful weapon—shame. 

The mobsters despise fire hoses, cattle-prods, etcetera, because these 
are highly effective mob-dispersal techniques that do not produce 
satisfactory martyrs-to-the-cause. They knock the mob individuals off 
their feet, cool them off, and make then uncomfortable, but are not 
truly dangerous. They hurt, but don't injure. (I'm not talking about 
the ultra-high pressure "water cannon" weapons, but ordinary streams 
of cold hydrant water.) The cattle prod or electric baton, is most 
horrid in the view of the mobsters, because it efficiently defeats 
their basic intent—it disperses mobs without danger of producing the 
much-desired bleeding martyrs. It makes very poor photographs, too— 
nothing adequately brutal-looking about it. (Fire hoses are more 
satisfactory to the mobsters, in that respect; you can get pictures 
of someone—preferably a young woman or a child—knocked down and 
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(1) Techniques for Seizing Power - The Philosophy of Violence - 
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rolling in the street under the pressure of the stream of water.) 

With some co-operation from the local press, an adequate supply of 
pictures of "brutally mistreated" women and children can usually be 
arranged. (Pictures of police being treated for damage by thrown 
broken bottles, bricks from rooftops, et cetera, will be withdrawn 
from circulation, of course; the mobsters and their friends want all 
the bleeding martyrs on their side ! ) 

But the electric batons are the most thoroughly loathed weapons; 
that's why they're always referred to as "cattle prods," implying 
that the mob is being treated like human cattle. It is a completely 
hateful weapon in the eyes of the mobsters because it does not injure; 
it only hurts. It produces an effect about as intense as a bee-sting, 
but without the danger of any toxic substance. In effect, it'6 about 
equivalent to a small ignition spark-coil, but the two electrodes are 
together at the active end, so that the small, high-voltage electric 
current simply goes into and out of the skin locally, thus not en¬ 
dangering the nervous system or the heart. The effect is painful 
enough to be quite stimulating—but literally produces no injuiry. It 
has absolutely no value whatever as a martyr-producer, and a maximum 
effectiveness as a means of dispersing a mob. 

Remember, the mobster is seeking to force his will on the opposition . 

He's in it for real, just as thoroughly as any army general. He 
wants what he wants, and means to get it. Therefore, anything that 
interferes with what he's trying to achieve will be hated, and attacked 
with all the horror-loaded publicity he can possibly manage. He wants 
the opposition to be unable to use their weanons . He's already made 
their fire-power useless; they have the guns and tanks and bayonets— 
but can't use them. The mobster wants to make all weapons—even 
their fists—useless. That's why they are so careful to send women 
and children first into their "peaceful demonstration" mobs. 

Now let's step over into science-fiction, and consider some of the 
science-fiction weapons that might be used against the mobsters' 
favorite weapon. 

First, of course, there are the tranquilizer gases. These, of course, 
will immediately bring forth weeping cries of "They're using nerve-gas 
against our people JThis is inhuman ! This is wicked,vicious..." plus 
the fact that they'll probably be able to find a few cases of individuals 
with anomalistic reactions who have been seriously injured by the sub¬ 
stance. (Most people are put quietly to sleep by morphine; some, 
however, show "the cat reactiori"and go into violent, frenzied activity, 
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climbing the walls and chandeliers. Others show the "dog reaction”; 
morphine makes a dog utterly,hopelessly and helplessly sick.) If 
they can find just one individual who was allergic to the stuff, they 
have a martyr—and because he was a martyr to a new unfamiliar weapon, 
the oublicity can be wild and unrestrained. 

Because any method that successfully makes that mob demonstration 
truly peaceful will completely defeat the mobsters' purpose; it must, 
then, be made to appear a shameful weapon. Not fearful ; the mobster 
never acknowledges that he is afraid of a weapon, because to do so 
would be to abandon his high-moralistic pedestal and to an extent 
acknowledge he's "shocked,” or "horrified" or "appalled" but must 
not admit that he's frightened. 

The mobsters have, in fact, organized the mob, and control and disci¬ 
pline it. Any weapon that would break up that organization would be 
effective against the mobsters, without being injurious to the suckers 
who are being invited to provide martyrs. One that would work fine 
would be a method of producing, on demand, a dense fog--a solid white 
pea-souper of a fog. This would serve to isolate each member of the 
mob from each other, to produce a sense of aloneness, a disorientation 
of location, direction, and purpose. Ideal for the purpose would be 
a true water-droplet fog—nontoxic,nonirritant, noncorrosive, and 
non-contaminating. It would cause no damage to humans, animals, or 
property, since we and everything we build and use is already designed 
to withstand without injury a water-droplet fog. A harmless, but 
repulsive taint of odor might be added to encourage departure from 
the area. 

This one the mobsters would most hideously hate; it wouldn't produce 
any martyrs, would make photographs of "police brutality" completely 
impossible, and would allow the police to surround the fog-shrouded 
area and pick up the mobster captains and lieutenants as they fumbled 
their way out of the fog. 

Sound-control techniques are needed,too. The use of chants and songs 
is one of the basic techniques for organizing human mob type action, 
and maintaining the sense of unity. From the age-old jungle drums, 
to the war chants of the barbarians, sound has been used as a unifying 
technique. 

Very well; there are sound techniques that can be used against that— 
and should be used together with the fog-dispersal, for further dis¬ 
orientation. Knowing that phase-relationship in sound is highly 
important to human orientation, surely electronic sound-generators 
can be produced that deliberately synthesize aphasic sound—sound 
that specifically confuses the sense of orientation. And produced in 
sufficient volume, the unifying chants can be drowned out. Perhaps 
overtones of the fingernails-on-the-blackboard type could be added, 
to further encourage individuals to leave the area for their personal 
comfort. 
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Each of these would be uncomfortable, personally irritating—but com¬ 
pletely harmless. Harmless, that is, to anything but the mobsters' 
driving, violent will to force their opponents to yield without struggle. 

The Nazis, the Fascists and the Communists developed the techniques 
of using mobs; now that the technique is available, every dissident, 
determined group will seek to employ it for their own ends. 

Its essences are; 

(1) Trick the enemy into feeling ashamed ; then he can’t use the 
weapons he has—he’ll be ashamed to. 

(2) Use "unarmed" civilians; they're cheap and plentiful, and human 
beings have a natural tendency to form packs. It's a sport; they’ll 
join whether they have any real motivation or not. 

(3) Cause martyrs—bleeding victims. Preferably young women and/or 
children; they're emotionally far more effective in arousing shame. 

So make sure there are women and children in the forefront of your mob. 
DON’T have strong, healthy, muscular men leading the group; then it 
looks like what it is—a dangerous and powerful force. 

(4) DO NOT have any arms in the mob. If they're armed, the defenders 
won’t be ashamed into not using their weapons, and the pictures of the 
action won’t be as emotionally effective. Also, arms are expensive. 

(5) Have some of your mobster-lieutenants, preferably again young 
women, attack the defenders with kicking, clawing and scratching, in 
order to force the defenders to use their weapons. This is a partic¬ 
ularly good assignment for the less disciplined individuals in your 
organization—the overenthusiastic ones, who simply can’t understand 
the over-all plan, and want violent action immediately. There’s a 
good chance the enthusiast will get herself killed, thus eliminating 
her as a problem, and producing a highly useful martyr. 

The other half of the program is the public relations department; 
they must always be on hand to get the necessary photographs, sob-sister 
stories, and to build up the martyrdom of the martyrs. 

And you, gentle reader, when you're reading the news reports, remember 
this: The Nazis, Communists and others who have worked out the tech¬ 
niques of mob action over the years were ruthless, cold-blooded, 
highly pragmatic men of brilliant intellect. They worked out precise 
blueprints of how to achieve, with an unarmed mob, things that an army 
couldn't do. It’s done by specific use of specific techniques of 
psychology and sociology. And it's done for the same purpose that an 
army marches; to force the opposition to surrender to the will of 
the mobsters. 
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It works, too. They'd been Heiling Hitler as unarmed mobs for some 
time before the weakening resistance of the Germans made it time for 
the Nazis to start arming themselves. By that time, of course, their 
opposition had surrendered; the armed Nazis were intended to force 
the less amenable French and Polish to surrender. 

Worked just fine, didn't it? 

Who needs guns to conquer a country? All you need is the blueprint 
for mob action, unarmed citizens, and a population that doesn't 
realize they are being smothered into surrender. You don't hear the 
shrieks of the guy being smothered under a pillow.

In the words of John Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation: 

"...Nothing less is at issue than our whole Judaic-Chrlstian concept 
of government and law. The majesty of the law is the very essence 
of our democratic way of life. This is the grandeur, the nobility, 
the lifeblood of our Republic. This is why men fought at Valley 
Forge, at Verdun, at the Battle of the Bulge. We are a government 
of law, not men. William Pitt, the Great Commoner, thundered the 
answer years ago in the English House of Lords when he shouted, 

'Where law ends, tyranny begins.' 

"...The battle...is one of law versus tyranny, individual liberty 
versus mass repression, the dignity of the human personality versus 
. man as a slave of the state.... 

"The communists have long recognized the irreconcilability of law 
and their ultimate aims of violent revolution—hence their constant 
efforts to defame, subvert and tear down the orderly processes of 
law and order.... 

"...since communism is determined to destroy the existing society, 
law (as one of its coercive manifestations) must also be destroyed. 

"Law in a communist society is not based on any belief in a Divine 
Creator, on a body of accepted rules distilled from the experience 
of men, on norms of fair play, tolerance and free speech. Law as 
the embodiment of the values of love, justice and truth, as a sinew 
of understanding among rational men, is unknown. Under communism, 
law becomes the coercive tool of the communist state. The objective 
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is not impartial justice, the protection of individual liberties 
or the just settlement of grievances among disputants. 

"Under communism, the law (usually termed 'socialist legality') is 
utilized (1) to eliminate the enemies of the communist regime and 

(2) to build the communist state. 'Marxism teaches the necessities 
of using law as one of the means of the struggle for socialism—of 
recasting human society on socialist bases.' 'Soviet laws...serve 
the great goal of the building of a communist society.• 'The Soviet 
court system organizes all its work with a view to strengthening 
socialist legality....' 

"The ultimate law in Soviet society is the Party....The communist 
'legal system' still exists primarily for the benefit of the state, 
rather than for the rights of the individual. Any communist talk 
about protecting individual liberties (which the communists claim 
they do) is mere window dressing. Communism and individual rights 
cannot coexist.... 

"The communists utilize the freedoms guaranteed by our form of 
government as a cloak to mask their assaults on democratic concepts 
of law and order. They feign the highest solicitude for 'civil 
liberties', 'the dignity of the law', 'constitutional rights'. 

They pose as martyrs in the 'battle' to 'maintain* the inviolability 
of personal liberties—liberties which they would not permit if 
they were in state power. 

"The assault against the FBI and law enforcement agencies, for exam¬ 
ple, has been particularly brutal. We have been accused of virtually 
everything imaginable—'violating civil liberties', 'brutality', 

'thought control', 'forgery', 'F.B.I.'s tactics...cheap,vulgar, 
intimidating, blackmailing..."F.B.I. is...an international police 
conspiracy...'The communist attack against the FBI never ends, 

"These false and slanderous diatribes are designed (1) to weaken 
public confidence in our democratic system, (2) to create fear and 
hatred on the part of Party members against the FBI and American 
legal institutions and (3) to pursue the class struggle for the 
promotion of communism. 

"A major aim of the communists, in their assaults on law and order, 
is to convince noncommunists that the entire fabric of our con¬ 
stitutional government is rapidly deteriorating ! '...the attack against 
Communists is but the prelude to destroying the liberty and freedom 

of all'..,. 

"The idea here is to convince non-communists that American liberties 
are being garrotted—and they should do something about it (that is. 
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actively support the communists in their attack on law and order). 

"The Party falsely charges 'illegal arrests', 'trumped-up' evidence, 
'phoney justice'—not that the Party is legitimately interested in 
the welfare of the person concerned, but because these cases might 
possess elements which can be exploited for the Party's benefit.... 
to recruit new members, create fronts, further Party discipline, 
make contacts with noncomraunists. 

"An analysis of communist tactics in undermining the laws of our land 
should give us an insight into how to cope with this danger. The 
answer must be an increased reliance on law, a renewed faith in the 
democratic processes of government."

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To quote Mr. Hoover further: 

"...communists grasp every opportunity to discredit, weaken, and 
vilify the institutions enforcing law and order. As long as the 
American Judicial system is strong and realistically recognizes the 
threat of subversion to our constitutional republic, their efforts 
will be hampered.... 

"At all times communists are told to try to make "bourgeois" courts 
look weak and silly. If members are brought to trial, turn the 
courtroom into a sounding board for communism, '...the aim should be 
to turn the trial into an open tribunal for the spreading and pro¬ 
pagating of Communist ideas and aims.' 'The class struggle goes on 
in the court room as well as it does on the picket line, in the shops, 
and in the mines.' 

"That's why every possible tactic is used inside the courtroom to 
obstruct the orderly operation of Justice. Outside, another attack 
is coordinated: letter-writing campaigns, fund-raising drives, 
propaganda leaflets, literature, all alleging that the communists on 
trial are being "persecuted" and that American courts are "unfair," 
"partial," and "undemocratic." 

"Another weapon in the Party's underground arsenal is the attempted 
infiltration of our armed forces. "Illegal work is particularly 
necessary in the army, the navy and police," Lenin proclaimed.... 

"...in the final analysis, as the communists well know, force and 
violence will be needed to bring about the revolution. 

"In fact this is exactly what Khrushchev had in mind when he told 
the Twentieth Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union: 

...Our enemies like to depict us Leninists as advocates of 
violence always and everywhere. True, we recognize the 
need for the revolutionary transformation of capitalist 
society into socialist society. It is this that distin¬ 
guishes the revolutionary Marxists from the reformists, the 
opportunists. There is no doubt that in a number of cap¬ 
italist countries the violent overthrow of the dictatorship 
of the bourgeoisie and the sharp aggravation of class struggle 
connected with this are inevitable.... 

"Over 100 years ago Marx and Engels made this point perfectly clear 
in the Communist Manifesto. 'The Communists disdain to conceal their 
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views and aims. They openly declare that their ends can be attained 
only by the forcible overthrow of all existing social conditions.* 

Lenin was more pointed: 

As long as capitalism and socialism exist, we cannot live 
in peace: in the end, one or the other will triumph—a 
funeral dirge will be sung either over the Soviet Republic 
or over world capitalism. 

"Soviet leader Nilfita S. Khrushchev reveals his own hypocrisy when,... 
he boasts that the communist world has no aggressive intentions and 
then declares as he did in August, 1957, *We are Leninists and are 
for peaceful cooperation.* Through the use of Aesopian language he 
is seeking to induce the Western world to relax its guard until the 
time when the communist world i3 ready to launch its offensive and 
hopes to chant the "funeral dirge" over the free world.

"Well aware that the United States, for its own protection against 
Soviet aggression, has established superiority in the development of 
atomic weapons, the Communists in their" (peace) "petition hope to 
paralyze our Armed Forces by demanding ’the outlawing of the atomic 
weapons as instruments of aggression'. The demand flies in the face 
of the fact that our Government, being answerable to the American 
people and bound by constitutional processes, cannot and does not 
unloose surprise acts of aggression as dictatorships have done repeat¬ 
edly in recent years, and as the Communist forces did recently in Korea. 

"The second misleading demand in the" (peace) "petition is for 'strict 
international control' of atomic weapons. Authorized representatives 
of the American Government in the field of atomic energy have pointed 
out that international control is impossible without provision for 
international inspection of plants within each country by an inter¬ 
national authority. Under these conditions the United States generously 
offered before the United Nations to turn over to the international 
authority all the materials, facilities, and know-how in our possession, 
as well as the disposal of all atom bombs and other atomic weapons. 

Every nation in the world except Soviet Russia and her satellites 
accepted the American plan as fair, generous, and workable. 

"It is to incite Americans against.their own Government and to tie 
its hands in the face of the aggression designs of a foreign nation 
that the petition demands that 'any government which first uses atomic 
weapons against any other country...should be dealt with as a war 
criminal. "•

"In his February 1936 report to the 20th congress, Khrushchev asserted in 
Aesopian language that peaceful coexistence would lead to the victory of 
world communism."

TRAGIC EFFECTS OF THE RECENT SUPRS'iE COURT DECISION 

by

In June of 1962, the Supreme Court of our land rendered a decision 
stating, in effect, that a "non-sectarian” prayer recommended by the 
State Board of Regents of the State of New York was unconstitutional. 
Regardless of the far-reaching, technical implications of this most 
unfortunate decision, the practical effect has been to cast a shadow of 
doubt upon the legality of all references to God in any way whatsoever 
in connection with public school activities and exercises. It has 
caused a rash of protests on the part of minority groups of free-thinkers, 
avowed atheists, skeptics and "beatniks" of various age groups against 
the use of any prayer whatever or any Bible reading or even reference to 
God found in secular books dealing with various educational subjects. 
During the recent Christmas season, many school teachers and principals 
were forced to omit all Christmas parties for their children, for fear 
of rousing the ire of a small but very vociferous minority group.

"the question is whether public schools in the State (New York) as part 
of their opening exercises may permit readings from the Bible or the 
Declaration of Independence or recitation of the fourth stanza of 'America. 
Both the Declaration of Independence and the fourth stanza of "America" 
contain references to God.... 

Our fathers' God to Thee,

Because of the protest of a very few individuals, this verse may not be 
recited as a prayer and it will be but an easy step to require its 
elimination from all school functions where the great patriotic hymn, 
"America" is sung.

"We believe that the reason the John Birch Society has attracted 
so many members is that it simply appeared to them to be the most 
effective, indeed the only, organization through which they could 
join in a national movement to learn the truth about the Communist 
menace and then take some positive concerted action to prevent its 
spread.”

It has revealed 
basic errors in theory and practice which will eventually bring its 
downfall.... 

"But we cannot afford the luxury of waiting for communism to run its 
course....The weapons of communism are still formidable. They become 
even more effective when we lower our guard and when we become lax in 
strengthening our democratic institutions in perfecting the American dream. 

"American education, of course, does not make communists; communist edu¬ 
cation does. Communism, to survive, must depend upon a constant program 
of education, because communism needs educated people, even though it 
distorts the use to which their education is put. Thus, we need to show 
our young people, particularly those endowed with high intellects, that 
we in our democracy need what they have to offer. 

"We, as a people, have not been sufficiently articulate and forceful in 
expressing pride in our traditions and ideals. In our homes and schools 
we need to learn how to 'let freedom ring.'...For too long we have had a 
tendency to keep silent while the communists, their sympathizers, and 
their fellow travelers have been telling the world what is wrong with 
democracy. Suppose every American spent a little time each day, less 
than the time demanded by the communists, in studying the Bible and the 
basic documents of American history, government, and culture? The result 
would be a new America, vigilant, strong, but ever humble in the service 
of God. 

"Then there is the training of youth , on whom the communists place bo 
much emphasis....America must devote the best of her efforts to make 
youth responsible, conscious of its obligations, and eager to be good 
citizens...every American youth has a right to find some place within a 
group that expresses rather than contradicts the real values of society. 

"...given half a chance, youth gravitates toward companionship with compe¬ 
tent, generous, and experienced adults.... 

"Our youth want not only to talk to adults, they want to work with adults.

"We need to provide our youth with activity groups....Recreation must be 
made part of a life of responsibility, otherwise it becomes merely a 
preface to boredom. Our young people, as well as adults, need to be work¬ 
ing members of our republic and citizens on duty at all times. 

"We, too, in the true sense of the word, should strive for goals that are 
genuinely better, higher, and more noble, trying to improve self, community 
and nation. A strictly negative attitude or the philosophy of Just staying 
afloat--all too common today—will never meet the impact of the communist 
challenge. 

"Most important of all is faith,...If communists can be so Inspired from 
error, falsehood, and hate, just think what we could do with truth, Justice, 
and love J I thrill to think of the even greater wonders America could 
fashion from its rich, glorious, and deep tradition.

3. Take every opportunity to visit the historic shrines of America.

Each shrine has a story of America to tell—Bunker 
Hill, Independence Hall, Valley Forge. The visits of Americans, especially 
young people, to Washington, D.C.,are an excellent way to know your country 
better.... 


Think 
of the blessings we have and count them one by one: freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, the right to worship God as we wish, free elections, 
trial by jury.

5. Keep abreast of the news of the day....What is occurring in your 
country, what are communist nations doing? Ask yourself. Could you give 
a brief resume today about the troubled areas of the world? America needs 
informed citizens. 

6 . Stand firm for your convictions. Today the communists are trying 
to convince you that freedom is old-fashioned and that their way of life 
is superior. Know the strength of our institutions of Government. Be 
ready to defend them. Be able, if you were arguing with a hard-core 
communist, to stand your ground. That is the challenge . n

HOW TO CONVERT THE UNCONVERTED

Elizabeth Churchill Brown 

...The...aim should be to convert the non-Communist into an anti¬ 
communist. It is the...only hope of winning.... 

The first rule of successful...strategy is to KNOW YOUR FACTS. 

The second important rule is to practice the gentle art of per¬ 
suasion. 

Honey attracts more bees than vinegar, as granny used to say, and 
a simple, humble approach (the flank attack)-letting the listener 
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realize that you did not know all these facts by some God-given 
genius—can at once form a sympathetic bonds I did not know this 
or that until I "just happened across it," or until I read it in 
such-and such an authoritative book. To argue pleasantly and 
persuasively, to ask questions, to listen to the other side, is an 
art worth learning. 

Persuasive argument requires practice in expressing oneself clearly 
and, if possible, strikingly. A look at the great religious leaders 
in world history discloses the means by which they were able to make 
millions of converts. Christ used parables to explain His meanings. 

We too can use parables and analogies to cut through the leftists' 
propaganda. 

What, for instance, would the American public have said in 1939* 
during the "cold war," if our government had signed a "cultural 
exchange" agreement with Nazi Germany? What would they have said 
if the United States had been sending economic and military aid to 
Mussolini before his "stab in the back" against France? What 
would their reaction have been if the German ballet, or some similar 
group, had been invited to tour our nation while Hitler was persecuting 
the Jews?... 

How many speakers do we have who have placed a dream before an 
audience and caused them to leave the hall consumed with the desire 
to "back up their dreams with sweat and action and blood if necessary?" 
...Every speaker should bear in mind that he already has a "man on 
first base" because...confused or not, every person in the audience 
is a patriotic American. Give them the facts, inspire them, and 
they will set out to defend their country.,.. 

...The speaker should talk calmly as well as forcefully, and not 
indulge in the pleasure of showing outrage at what he is saying. He 
must give the audience the facts tactfully, and permit them to feel 
the outrage—giving them the opportunity to come to their own con¬ 
clusions.. .. 

Now let us talk of the activities of organizations and clubs. What 
action do they take and what strategy do they use?...How many organ¬ 
izations actually attempt to bring in new converts? How many have 
serious study groups where members take time from their bridge games 
and parties to learn?... 

In order to bring converts into your group, what do you have to 
offer them? The Communists try to give prospective members a good 
time as well as work. They seek out the lonely and give them a 
sense of "belonging" and give them a chance to make friends. 
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They have dances and picnics, inspiring speakers, and work that 
brings satisfaction. The last-named attraction is an asset which 
will draw recruits from all directions. 

Strategy meetings should discuss the ways and means of letter 
writing—one of the most powerful weapons available to citizens* 
groups....do not write...an angry letter....Instead, assume that 
either he or you may be mistaken, and ask...questions.... 

It is extremely important for active anti-Communists to stay away 
from anti-Semites and racial agitators and to know who they are. 
The name of one anti-Semite on the letterhead and an organization 
is tarred. 

Another grave fault...is that they always want the whole loaf or 
nothing. "No compromise" is their righteous slogan. On the other 
hand, the Communists are grateful if they only gain a crumb. They 
know that one crumb added to another will eventually make a whole 
loaf.... 

...We should ask ourselves these questions: 

1. Are we being Ignored by the left? If so, we (or our organ¬ 
ization) are not effective. 

2. Are we being made fun of by the left? If so,we are making 
3ome pretty stupid mistakes. 

3. Are we being attacked by the left? If so, we are doing 
effective work and beginning to draw blood. 

Perhaps, if the answer to the last question is "yes," a fourth 
should follow: 

What can we do to go on to even more effective work? 

"Let every man be swift to hear, slow to speak and slow to wrath." 
Thus wrote St. James.

FBI LAW ENFORCEMENT BULLETIN FEBRUARY 1, 1967 
Message from the Director, J. Edgar Hoover 


"At the core of these campus disorders, and often 
below the surface, we find agitator personnel from 
organizations sucn as the communist W.E.B. DuBois 
Clubs of America and their comrades in the Students 
For A Democratic Society, a so-called "New Left" 
group; members of the Progressive Labor Party, a 
pro-Red Chinese group; and individuals associated 
with organizations under the control of the sub¬ 
versive Socialist Workers Party and similar groups. 

There is no place in the academic world, where un¬ 
encumbered inquiry is essential, for a riot leader*8 
recently voiced blackjack threat of "if they do not 
accede to our demands, we'll close down their great 
and profitable university." This is no calm, del¬ 
iberate search for truth. This is the way of the 
totalitarian, seeking to enslave through force." 
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Pages 1,2, 3produced by ot s 


Most Americans, basking in a false sense of security because 
of a lack of warning from press, pulpit, and leaders, would probably 
find it hard to believe that there are definite connections between 
the conspiracy of murderous Communists to capture the world and 
parts of such diverse items as: b rent strike in Harlem; violence 
in eastern Kentucky mining areas; the "Free Speech" rebellion at 
Berkeley; Martin Luther King, Jr. "non-violent"rlots; a farm workers 
strike in California; bloody civil war in Watts, Chicago, Detroit, 
Cleveland; a National Council of Churches Delta Ministry project 
in Mississippi; portions of the Federal anti-poverty program; a 
campus religious center in Cincinnati; a voter registration drive 
in Selma; and hundreds of other revolutionary activities. 

But these are related or connected, and one of the co-ordinat¬ 
ing connectors is an organization called Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDSl. 

This report started as a study of the aims and activities 
of SDS. But it quickly became obvious that SDS was not just an 
organization, but rather a leader in a large movement of related 
organizations, and that a report on SDS alone would be misleading 
because it would not reflect the depth and danger of SDS in relation 
tothe violent revolution movement as a whole. Consequently consider¬ 
able space is devoted to the connections between SDS and other groups 
and activities. 

Roots o f Students for a Democratic Society 

In the Yale Daily News of January 10, 1966, Richard Van Wagenen 
states: "SDS is an offshoot of the League for Industrial Democracy 
(LID>, founded in 1905 as the Inter-collegiate Socialist Society ... 
The LID and its affiliate, the Student League For Industrial Democracy 
were active in socialist causes through the 1920's. In 1935 the SLID 
merged with the Communist-dominated National Student League to form 
the American Student Union. The ASU collapsed after the Hitler- 

Stalln non-aggression pact . The SLID was reorganized in 1946... 

In 1960 it changed its name to Students for a Democratic Society.... 
SDS remained the formal student arm of the LID until this autumn 
(1965), when the official connection was severed because the politi¬ 
cal activities of SDS were jeopardizing the tax-exempt status of 
the LID. The two groups still communicate closely, however." 

Van Wagenen also states that SDS now has 122 chapters and several 
thousand members. _ _ _ _ — 

Since both SDS and the Communist conspiracy are socialist move¬ 
ments, it was anticipated that SDS goals and activities would parallel 
in many respects those of the Communist conspiracy. But even this 
anticipation did not prepare us for the degree of pro-Communist fervor 
encountered, nor for the alarming size, strength, militancy and influ¬ 
ence of the SDS and related groups. 

After studying a great deal of literature written by and about 
SDS and related groups, it is obvious: 

1. The leadership of SDS is strongly pro-Communist. 

2. The activities of SDS have been, and will likely continue to 
be, planned and directed to help establish a Communist America. 
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3. SDS leaders have worked openly and willingly with known 
Communists from both the pro-Chinese and pro-Russian arms of the 
Communist conspiracy, recommend Communist literature, and have 
selected identified Communists as speakers for SDS functions. 

A. SDS-selected speakers have advocated violent revolution in 
speeches at SDS functions, with no objections from SDS. 

5. SDS advocates abolition of our legal fortresses against 
internal Communist subversion, and reduction of our military 
defenses against the external Communist military threat. 

6. Groups started by SDS persons have been labelled "Chinese 
Coanunists", and another has been officially cited as a Communist 
front. 


7. SDS and closely related groups have received much favorable 
mention in the official Communist press, and SDS leaders have been 
chosen by Conmunist Party leaders as speakers and/or honored guests 
at Communist meetings. 

8. SDS and related groups have programs for the scientific in¬ 
citement of bloody riots similar to those which have occurred in 
Harlem, Los Angeles, Chicago, and Cambridge, Maryland in recent 
years, and that the Cambridge riots were in fact planned and foment 
ed by persons from SDS and its infamous "civil rights" affiliate, 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

9. SDS is not isolated, but is a nerve center of an inter¬ 
locking network of related groups which reaches into the fields 
of religion, labor, civil rights, phoney "peace", student incite¬ 
ment, etc, and that this network constitutes a major threat to 
law and order and to the security of the United States. 

10. Socialist and Communist involvement in the leadership of 
the civil rights movement is extensive, bordering at times on 
full control. 

11. SDS is guided in part by persons from the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation and from the T-eague for Industrial Democracy (the 
official parent of SDS). 

12. Pro-Chinese Communists and pro-Russian Communists frequent¬ 
ly work openly and willingly together, despite a serious rift be¬ 
tween them. 

13. Socialists frequently work closely with Communists against 
the security of the United States, socialists are not harmless, nor 
in any way Christian, and propaganda to the contrary is false, 
deceptive, and detrimental to national security. 

14. Persons friendly to the SDS movement occupy high positions 
in our national government. 
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It is not enough for industrial, banking, commercial, pro¬ 
fessional, civic and church leadership persons to know that the 
United States is In serious survival trouble. Physicians and 
surgeons become quite specific and waste little time on verbal 
tirades against disease or infection. Time for conservative 
action is running short!. 

Participants and certain leaders of the June, 1968 national con¬ 
vention of Students For A Democratic Society proudly demonstrated 
thaft New Left in the United States has (since the 196 6 S.D.S. con¬ 
vention) developed from liberalism to anti-imperialism and from 
anti-Imperialism to a nti-Capitalism ; from reform to revolution . 

Some 800 delegates and observers from 200 chapters of S.D.S. were 
over-infiltrated by awkward observers and infiltrators. Few 
strangers can now infiltrate the revolutionary left. 

The S.D.S. convention included a sizeable closed-caucus of disci¬ 
plined Progressive Labor Party organized confusers. The convention 
was a battle-ground between the disciplined minority Progressive 
L abor Party caucus and the un-organized majority of S.D.S. delegates. 
The S.D.S. majority retained control at the end of a week of in¬ 
ternal fight; but the minority seems destined to take over S.D.S. 

The Peking oriented Progressive Labor Party minority faction and 
the Peking, Che Guevera, Malcolm X oriented majority faction dif¬ 
fered principally on methods of revolutionary struggled The most 
important organizational strategy resolutions were not formally 
passed. Further decentralization of S.D.S. through an eleven 
member national Interim comnittee forecastsa take-over by the or¬ 
ganized Progressive Labor Party minority faction. 

Bemadine Dohm, a lawyer, assistant executive-secretary of the 
National Lawyers Guild was elected inter-organizational secretary 
of S.D.S, (Co-operation with the other revolutionary groups and 
radical organizations). One pro-Communist publication quotes 
Kiss Dohrn as answering questions from the floor regarding her 
qualifications for election as saying. "I consider myself a rev¬ 
olutionary communist", in answer to, "you don't have to answer this 
if you don't want, but do you consider yourself a socialist"? 

Kike Klonsky, a special correspondent to the pro-Communist Guardian 
was elected national secretary. 

Since the June, 1967 convention S.D.S. evolved from anti-imperialism 
to anti-Capitalism (anti-Capitalism was described by a considerable 
number of S.D.S. members as revolutionary communism). S.D.S. is 
starting a program to strengthen its regional organization in order 
to control the 200 local chapters. 

Probably the most significant trend within S.D.S. is toward the 
merging of campus and urban radical movements into a community op¬ 
eration. Teachers, social workers, high school students, working 
class colleges, welfare recipients and campus persons are to be 
shaped into community organizations . 

Placards; and floor speeches by both male and female delegates were, 
un-printably filthy, obscene and vulgar. 

At the end of four days, a huge Red flag was brought into the S.D.S. 
convention hall (at Michigan State University) and displayed side 
by side with the Black flag on the convention platform. 

An over-simplification can be had by recalling Newark and other 
riots.

As in the past, Communist Party members, including several na¬ 
tional functionaries, actively participated in this march. Literature 
was distributed by the Communist Party and other subversive orga¬ 
nizations and Vietcong flags were displayed by some participants. 

STUDENTS TOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCrmr 

Mr. Hoover. One of the most militant organizations now engaged 
in activities protesting U.S. foreign policy is a student youth group 
called Students for a Democratic Society. Communists are actively 
promoting and participating in the activities of this organization, 
which is self-described as a group of liberals and radicals. This orga¬ 
nization currently claims a membership in excess of 3,000 in over 100 
chapters throughout the United States, and its members are most 
vocal in condemning the American way of life and our established form 
of government. 

This organization sponsored a march on Washington to protest 
U.S. action in Vietnam which took place on April 17, 1965. Com¬ 
munists from throughout the Nation participated in this march and 
oyer 70 past or pretent Communist Party members from New York 
City alone, including several national leaders, were observed among 
the participants. 

A national convention of this organization was held at a camp near 
Kewadin, Mich., in .Tune 1965. Practically every subversive organiza¬ 
tion in the United States was represented by delegates to this conven¬ 
tion. There were delegates from the Young Socialist Alliance, the 
youth and (reining section of the Trotskyite Socialist Workers Party, 
which has been designated as subversive pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 

Also repi’esented were the Communist Party, U.S.A. and the Sparta- 
cist group, a Trotskvite splinter organization. Other delegates repre¬ 
sented the Progressive Labor Party, a Marxist-Leninist organization 
following the line of Communist China, and the May 2 Movement, a 
front group of the Progressive Labor Party. 

At uiis convention, a number of proposals were made to further op¬ 
pose the U.S. action in Vietnam. One Students for a Democratic 
Society leader called for deliberate violation of the sedition BtatutM 
by Students for a Democratic Society members which it was hoped 
would result in mass arrests and a “political trial” of the organization. 
Members were urged to attempt to enter military bases to persuade 
soldiers that they should refuse to fight in Vietnam. 

At a meeting of the national council, the governing body of the 
Students for a Democratic Society which was held over tne 1965 Labor 
Day weekend, 20 of the approximately 100 participants had past or 
present affiliations with the Communist Party or other subversive 
groups. A vigorous antidraft program was proposed at this meeting, 
whicn included plans to'counsel draft-age youth on how to avoid the 
draft. This proposal wa9 later submitted to the Students for a Demo¬ 
cratic Society membership by referendum for approval but was de¬ 
feated by a narrow majority. 

In spite of this, Students for a Democratic Society leadera re¬ 
cently announced that each local chapter would make its own deci¬ 
sions as to whether an antidraft program would be undertaken by 
that particular chapter. 
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During the last week of December 1965, the antidraft program and 
the Vietnam protest movement again were subjects which dominated 
discussions at a national membership conference of this group held 
at Urbana, Ill. Heated exchangee took place between various fac¬ 
tions, some of which wanted to continue with a “hard line" and others 
wanting to retreat entirely from all protest activity in connection 
with the Vietnam issuer Although no foreign policy decisions re¬ 
sulted from this conference, the Students for a Democratic Society 
has continued to sponsor and participate in demonstrations through¬ 
out the United States protesting U.S. action in Vietnam. 

THE TASTT AND VIETNAM 

The Communist Party, U.S.A., held a 3-day meeting of its national 
committee and invited guests from January 15 through January 17, 
1966, in New York City. Gus Hall, general secretary' of the party, 
in discussing the Vietnam situation, cited the growing peace move¬ 
ment in this country as evidence that thepeople are becoming more 
discontented with U.S. policy toward Vietnam. He stressed the 
need for the Communist Party to become more active in the protest 
movement against U.S. policy. 

Herbert Aptheker, a member of the Communist Party national 
committee, spoke concerning his recent visit to Hanoi with Asst. 
Prof. Staughton Lynd of Yale University and Thomas Hayden, a 
founder and an official of Students for a Democratic Society, a 
youth group with heavy Communist infiltration. Lynd is a former 
member of American Youth for Democracy, which has been desig¬ 
nated as subversive by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

Aptheker announced that he had met with the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of North Vietnam. At this meeting, which was 
not attended by Lynd or Havden, officials of the central committee 
were, according to Aptheker, “deliriously happy” that the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., had established contact with the Communist Party of 
North Vietnam.

There has been no letup in our programs to penetrate the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., and other grouns ana organ i Eat ions operating against 
this country and against the rignts of its citizens.

Every year I have reported to this committee the 
activities of the Bureau in regard to wiretapping and I want to advise 
that this morning we have 32 telephone taps in operation. Their use is 
highly restricted with a tight central control. Each must be author¬ 
ized in advance and in writing by the Attorney General. All those in 
operation are iri connection with matters in which the internal security 
of the country is involved.

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THE FIRST THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 
Issued by President George Washington 


Whereas, it is the duty of all nations to acknowledge the providence of Almighty God, to obey 
His will, to be grateful for His benefits and humbly to implore His protection and favor; and 


Whereae, both Houses of Congress have, by their joint committee, requested me "to recom¬ 
mend to the people of the United States a day of public thanksgiving and prayer, to be observed 
by acknowledging with grateful hearts the many and signal favors of Almighty God, especially 
by affording them an opportunity peaceably to establish a form of government for their safety 
and happiness;" 


Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the twenty-sixth day of November next 
to be devoted by the people of these States to the service of that great and glorious Being who 
i6 the beneficent author of all the good that was, that is, or that will be; that we may then all 
unite in rendering unto Him our service and humble thanks for His kind care and prqtection of 
the people of this country previous to their becoming a nation; for the signal and manifold mer¬ 
cies and the favorable interpositions of Hie providence in the course and conclusion of the late 
war; for the great degree of tranquility, union and plenty which we have since enjoyed; for the 
peaceable and rational manner in which we have been enabled to establish constitutions of gov¬ 
ernment for our safety and happiness, and particularly the national one now lately instituted; 
for the civil and religious liberty with which we are blessed, and the means we have of acquir¬ 
ing and diffusing useful knowledge; and, in general, for all the great and various favors which 
He has been pleased to confer upon us. 


And also that we may then unite in most humbly offering our prayers and supplications to the 
great Lord and Ruler of Nations, and beseech Him to pardon our national and other transgres¬ 
sions, to enable ub all, whether in public or private stations, to perform our several and 
relative duties properly and punctually; to render our National Government a blessing to all 
the people by constantly being a government of wise, just and constitutional laws, discreetly 
and faithfully executed and obeyed; to protect and guide all sovereigns and nations (especially 
such as have shown kindness to us), and to bless them with good governments, peace and 
concord; to promote the knowledge and practice of true religion and virtue, and the increase 
of science among them and us; and, generally, to grant unto all mankind such a degree of 
temporal prosperity as He alone knows to be best.

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WHAT IS AMERICANISM? 

By Henry van Dyke 

(Mr. van Dyke was a Presbyterian minister in 
New York City, and later professor of English 
literature at Princeton University. He is de¬ 
ceased. His inspiring definition is from "The 
Americanism of George Washington. ") 


What is Americanism? True Americanism is thiB: 


To believe that the inalienable rights of man to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness are given by God. 

To believe that any form of power that tramples on these rights is unjust. 

To believe that taxation without representation is tyranny, that government must 
rest upon the consent of the governed, and that the people should choose their own 
rulers. 


To believe that freedom must be safeguarded by law and order, and that the goal 
of freedom is fair play for all. 

To believe not in a forced equality of conditions and estates, but in a true equali¬ 
zation of burdens, privileges, and opportunities. 

To believe that the selfish interests of persons, classes, and sections must be 
subordinated to the welfare of the commonwealth. 

To believe that union is as much a human necessity as liberty is a divine gift. 

To believe, not that all people are good, but that the way to make them better is to 
trust the whole people. 

To believe that a free state should offer an asylum to the oppressed, and an example 
of virtue, sobriety, and fair dealing to all nations. 

To believe that for the existence and perpetuity of such a state a man should be 
willing to give his whole service, in property, in labor, and in life. 

That is Americanism; an ideal embodying itself in a people; a creed heated white 
hot in the furnace of conviction and hammered into shape on the anvil of life; a 
vision commanding men to follow it whithersoever it may lead them. And it was 
the subordination of the personal self to that ideal, that creed, that vision, which 
gave eminence and glory to George Washington and the men who stood with him. 
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recommendations to an assistant to the Chief Administrative Officer of the campus, 
who, in turn, makes his review and recommendation to the Chief Administrative 
Officer. 

In addition to appointments to the faculty, the curriculum of the school is handled 
by committees. The admissions and standards of the school are handled by com¬ 
mittees; the library is run by a committee -- indeed, the whole operation of the 
university is controlled by committees. This is called the "democratic process, " 
but in practice it means that committees of the inmates are running the asylum. 

# 

The people reasonably ask, "Why doesn't this dean or administrative officer throw " . 
out of school some of the unwashed trouble makers who stage 'sit-ins' in adminis¬ 
trative offices and commit acts of vandalism?" The answer is that the Academic 
Senate has given them no such authority. Yes, there is another "committee on 
student conduct"; and "procedural due process. " Truly, a camel is a horse de¬ 
signed by a committee! 

If Regents and Boards of Trustees abdicate their trust, and permit committees of 
inmates to run the asylum, they should expect cries of "political tests" and inva¬ 
sion of "academic freedom" when they express displeasure at the hiring of an 
admitted Communist. 

Now what can Regents and Boards do to help clean up this mess? No one step will 
answer all problems. But one step that can be taken which would go a long way 
towards making education perform its primary function, is to remove the power 
of running the university from the committees of the academic senate and put that 
power where it belongs -- in the administration and deans. This does not mean 
abolishing academic senates, composed of all the faculty of the university. But 
such a senate should concern itself with matters it knows something about, such 
as general educational policy of the university -- and only in an advisory capacity. 

Administrative functions must be clearly Bpelled out, and the authority to perform 
and the matching responsibility for the performance placed in the hands of com¬ 
petent administrators hired for that purpose. 

Once university professors are permitted to go back to their teaching and research, 
and can no longer play at administration with no responsibility for their actions, we 
can get a better educational job done with fewer teachers and at less cost. 

Regents and Boards of Trustees should not have to deal with the small details of 
administration. They should determine policy and leave the details of administra¬ 
tion to the people they hire a6 administrators. And they should give them the 
authority to act as administrators, and hold them responsible for their administration.

free-enterprise system" in America; he may be taught by an admitted atheist; he 
may be taught by an admitted Communist. When will people learn that the Com¬ 
munist Party is not a political party? It is an international conspiracy whose object 
i6 world rule and the elimination of all governments of the free world. 

How did some of our great universities get this way? From New York to California 
we have seen the long-haired, bearded, unwashed goon (who may or may not be 
registered as a student) who commits arson, vandalism, assault and battery (and 
sometimes murder) on our campuses; who shouts obscenities at our police officers, 
and who seems determined to "shut it down. " Legitimate complaints by 6ome are 
always used, if possible, by the radical left and the Communists, to cause disrup¬ 
tion and chaos. They make it their "cause," and thus get dupes to follow them, but, 
of course, the real reasons for their actions are quite different. And some of these 
goons are encouraged and, at times, actually led by some faculty members ( 

The thinking members of the public, while shocked and horrified, and determined 
to stop it, don't really know how to stop it because there is little realization as to 
how this condition was permitted to grow. We have heard those who put the blame 
on "progressive education"; our "permissive society"; and an international plot to 
destroy the educational institutions of the free world. All of these things have 
undoubtedly played a part in our present campus turmoil. 

There is one thing educators and Boards of Regents can do now to help remedy an 
impossible situation. 

To illustrate, let us look at the authority of a dean of a professional school in one 
large university. The school has a constitution and by-laws approved by the 
Chancellor and the Academic Senate -- the all powerful body governing the uni¬ 
versity, by authority of the Regents. If a new professional man is to be added 
to the faculty, most people assume that the dean, with the advice and suggestions 
of the faculty, selects such a man and recommends his appointment to the President 
or Chancellor. Oh not That is much too simple. 

The faculty of the professional school has a "committee on appointments. " This 
committee selects someone and makes its recommendation -- not to the dean -- 
but to the faculty. The dean does not even have a vote, unless there is a tie vote 
in the faculty. If a majority of the faculty votes in favor of this man, the dean 
sends his name and his file to the "chief administrative officer" of this campus of 
our multi-university. He then sendB the whole thing to the Budget Committee of 
the Academic Senate. The Budget Committee then appoints an Ad Hoc Committee 
to review this recommendation for appointment. This committee may contain no _ 
one who is at all familiar with the needs of a professional school, or the qualities 
essential in a professional man to teach in a professional school. 

The Ad Hoc Committee reviews the file and then makes its recommendation to the 
Budget Committee. This committee then reviews the entire file, and makes its

Today, many students in our universities have legitimate complaints about the 
society they did not ask to be brought into, and the kind of instruction they are 
receiving. They hear politicians promising lower taxes while running for office, 
and see taxes ri6e after they get in. They see a government debt larger than the 
combined debts of all the free nations of the world. A debt not of their making 
but a debt they and their children and grandchildren will be paying the rest of 
their lives. 

Most of all, they see the war in Vietnam. And they are told it is not a war. We 
have never declared war. But men are fighting thousands of mile6 from home, are 
being wounded and are dying. They are told that we must prevent the spread of 
Godless, atheistic Communism by a war that is not a war, which those in authority 
are determined not to try to win. But these young men must fight and die -- and 
they quite reasonably ask, "For what?" 

They also wonder why we must prevent the spread of Communism in Vietnam, 
although we let Communism get a stronghold in Cuba as a base for operation in the 
entire Western Hemisphere. If we are honestly interested in preventing the spread 
of Communism, why didn't we stop them in Cuba? These are real and serious 
questions for a young man who may die before he can get an answer. 

This young man, when he gets to the university of his choice, may have additional 
legitimate complaints. If he chooses a large university — one of our new breed of 
multi-universities, with a number of large campuses -- he may be disappointed in 
many ways. Maybe he has heard about Professor X, a national or world authority 
in the field of his particular interest. He registers in X's course. But he finds 
that a teaching assistant actually teaches the course and grades his examinations. 

He finds that many of his teachers seem more interested in getting research grants 
and serving on committees of the academic senate than in teaching. Many classes 
are cancelled when the teacher has a committee meeting or when he is making an 
effort to get his research grant -- or when he is too busy with what passes for 
research. 


If this boy comes from a decent. God-fearing, American family, he may begin to 
hear strange teachings in his classes. He may be taught about our "decadent

In popular terms, inflation is of two types: 
creeping inflation and galloping inflation. 
Creeping inflation is supposed to be the type 
we are now experiencing, although the term is 
not quite lusty enough to describe a dollar 
that has lost somewhere between 56 and 67% 
of its purchasing value since 1939. 

Galloping inflation is the type that went on 
in Germany after World W'ar I, in France after 
the revolutionary period, in China recently, 
and in several Latin American countries today. 
To illustrate: four years ago a friend gave me 
a piece of Bolivian currency, the size of our 
dollar bill-10,000 Bolivianos. He said it was 
worth 4,600 present day American dollars in 
1935. I asked him what it was worth today? 
He replied, “80tf!”That's what might be called 
galloping inflation! 

I wish to suggest that inflation in this 
country has many more catastrophic po¬ 
tentials than has ever been the case in any 
other country. Everyone knows that we are 
the most advanced division-of-labor society 
that has ever existed, and thus, further re¬ 
moved from self-subsistence. Indeed, we are 
so specialized today that everyone of us in 
this nation-even the farmers-is absolutely 
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dependent upon a free, uninhibited exchange 
of our numerous specializations. In any highly 
specialized economy one cannot effect ex¬ 
changes by barter, the system will .break 
down. 

When I was in Germany in 1919, an elderly 
Berliner passed away, leaving a fortune to his 
two sons. 500.000 marks each. One of the 
sons w as a frugal lad . he never spent a pfennig 
of it. The other was a wastrel: he spent it all 
on champagne parties. When the day came in 
1923 that 30 million marks would not buy a 
loaf of bread, the lad who had saved every¬ 
thing had nothing, but the one who had spent 
his marks on champagne parties was able to 
exchange the empty bottles for a dinner. You 
see, the economy had been reduced to barter. 

★ 

A logical question now looms large: Has 
there ever been a country on our type of 
socialistic toboggan that has succeeded in a 
reversal? If not, our prospects would appear 
dim indeed. The only significant one known 
to me took place in England following the 
Napoleonic Wars. 

England's debt, in relation to her resources, 
was certainly larger than ours is now; her tax¬ 
ation was confiscatory; and the restrictions- 
production controls, wage and price controls, 
exchange controls-were so numerous that had 
it not been for the smugglers, black marketeers 
and other law breakers, many of the people 
would have starved. 

Then there arose in England a movement of 
liberation, led by John Bright and Richard 
Cobden. They understood the meaning of 
freedom in transactions. They went about 
England w riting and speaking on the merits of 
freedom and as a result, there began the great¬ 
est reform movement in English history; the 
repeal of restrictive law. 

★ 

The Corn Laws were repealed, comparable 
to our repealing subsidies to farmers. The Poor 
Laws were greatly reduced, which here could 
be likened to ridding ourselves of compulsory 


social security. There were other repeals and, 
fortunately for western civilization, England 
had a government with no over-riding passion 
for ruling its citizens. In short, the government 
gave the people freedom in the way that a 
prisoner on parole is given conditional free¬ 
dom. The English people expanded all over 
this earth and established the British Empire, 
which operated successfully until just before 
World War I -when the same old disease set in 
again. 

Let us inquire about this disease, which 
resumed its course then, and since has infected 
every nation, including our own. What, pre¬ 
cisely, is it? 

This disease has many popular names, some 
of which are socialism, communism, and state 
interventionism. Other names are Fabianism, 
fascism, nazism, the welfare state, the planned 
economy. 

Is there a characteristic which all these 
programs have in common? Yes! It is a belief 
in the employment of organized police force- 
government-not with the emphasis on keep¬ 
ing the peace, but rather on controlling the 
productive and creative activities of individual 
citizens. Their aim is to take over more and 
more of the responsibility for the welfare of 
the entire citizenry. All of these programs are 
authoritarian to the core; their essence is 
statism; they are the antithesis of the free 
market, private property, limited government 
way of life. 

★ 

Let me give an example of how faith in free 
man is lost. Suppose I were to ask, "Should 
government deliver the mail?", almost every¬ 
one would say "Yes." There are numerous 
reasons, one of which is that government has 
pre-empted this productive activity for so 
many decades that people now take govern¬ 
ment mail delivery for granted. 

Researching the matter. I discovered that 
we deliver more pounds of fresh milk every 
day than we do pounds of mail. And, I dis¬ 
covered that we deliver the milk more 
promptly, efficiently, cheaply than we do 
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mail-although milk is more perishable than 
letters. Then I asked myself a logical question: 
Why do we not leave mail delivery to the open 
market as we do milk? 

Free men have found out how to deliver 
gas from a hole in Texas to a home in New 
York at very low prices. Free men deliver 64 
ounces of oil from the Persian Gulf to our 
Eastern Seaboard-halfway around the earth- 
for less money than government will deliver a 
one-ounce letter across the street. 

★ 

But . . . it’s the very' men who’ve performed 
these free market miracles who have lost faith 
in themselves to deliver a letter. The evidence 
to warrant faith in free men and what they 
can accomplish exists in such profusion-like 
the air we breathe-that most of us take no 
thought of it. 

Why this regression? Why this loss of faith 
in free men? Why our headlong plunge into 
all-out statism? It is safe to say that no one 
knows the exact answer, for cause underlies 
cause ad infinitum. The deepest cause I have 
been able to identify is a loss of moorings: the 
people have all but forgotten the spiritual 
antecedent of the American miracle. In my 
view, we either accept the idea that men’s 
rights are an endowment of the Creator-as so 
forthrightly proclaimed by the writers of our 
Declaration of Independence-or we submit to 
the idea that they are an endowment of the 
collective which, in this context, is the state. 
Accept the former or be victimized by the 
latter! I have never heard of a convincing third 
alternative. 
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I am enclosing a letter which is self-^^ 
explanatory. 

This is a prestigious group and I would 
hope that if your schedule will permit, that we 
will have the pleasure of having you in Los Angeles 
for this occasion. I have informed Mr. Huston 
that I am consulting with you to determin6 if you 
might be able to accept this invitation.
